BY LIMITED TOWN MEETINGS. 


Be it enacted, as follows: 


SecTION 1. There is hereby established in the ‘Town of Natick the form of rep- 
reseniative town government by limited town meetings hereinafter set forth. 


SECTION 2. Upon the acceptance of this act by the ‘Town of Natick as herein- 
after provided, the selectmen shall forthwith divide the territory thereof into voting 
precincts, each of which shall be plainly designated and shall contain not less than 
four hundred registered voters. The precincts shall be so established as to consist of 
compact and contiguous territory to be bounded, as far as possible, by the center line 
of known streets and ways or by other well-defined limits. Their boundaries shall 
be reviewed, and, if need be, wholly or partly revised, by the selectmen in December, 
once in five years, or in December of any year when so directed by a vote of repre- 
sentative town meeting held not later than November twentieth of that year. The 
foregoing provisions of this section shall not authorize any action contrary to the pro- 
visions of section nine A of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws. 


The selectmen shall, within ten days after any establishment or revision of the 
precincts, file a report of their doings with the town clerk, the registrars of voters and 
the assessors, with a map or maps or description of the precincts and the names and 
residences of the registered voters therein. The selectmen shall also cause to be posted 
in the Town Hall a map or maps or description of the precincts as established or 
revised from time to time, with the names and residences of the registered voters 
therein; and they shall also cause to be posted in at least one public place in each 
precinct a map or description of that precinct, with the names and residences of the 
registered voters therein. The division of the Town into voting precincts and any 
revision of such precincts shall take effect upon the date of the filing of the report 
thereof by the selectmen with the town clerk. Whenever the precincts are established 
or revised, the town clerk shall forthwith give written notice thereof to the state secre- 
tary, stating the number and designation of the precincts. Meetings of the registered 
voters of the several precincts for elections, for primaries, and for voting upon any 
question to be submitted to all the registered voters of the Town, shall be held on the 
same day and at the same hour and at such place or places within the Town as the 
selectmen shall in the warrant for such meeting direct. The provisions of chapters 
fifty to fifty-six, inclusive, of the General Laws, relating to precinct voting at elections, 
so far as the same are not inconsistent with this act, shall apply to all elections and 
primaries in the Town upon the establishment of voting precincts as hereinbefore 
provided. 


SrEcTION 3. Other than the officers designated in the by-laws of the ‘Town as 
town meeting members at large, the. representative town meeting membership shall 
in each precinct consist of the largest number divisible by three which will admit of a 
representation thereof in the approximate proportion which the number of registered 
voters therein bears to the total number of registered voters in the Town, and which 
will cause the total elected membership to be as nearly two hundred and forty as 
may be. 


The registered voters in every precinct shall, at the first annual town election 
held after the establishment of such precinct, and the registered voters of any precinct 
affected by any revision of precincts shall at the first annual town election following 
such revision, conformably to the laws relative to elections not inconsistent with this 
act, elect by ballot the number of registered voters in the precinct, other than the 
officers designated in the by-laws as town meeting members at large, provided for in 
the first sentence of this section, to be town meeting members of the Town. The first 
third, in the order of votes received, of members so elected shall serve three years, the 
second third in such order shall serve two years, and the remaining third in such order 
shall serve one year, from the day of the annual town meeting; in case of a tie vote 
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affecting the division into thirds, as aforesaid, the members elected from the precinct 
shall by ballot determine the same; and thereafter, except as is otherwise provided 
herein, at each annual town election the registered voters of each precinct shall, in like 
manner, elect, for the term of three years, one third of the number of elected town 
meeting members to which such precinct is entitled, and shall at such election fill for 
the unexpired term or terms any vacancy or vacancies then existing in the number 
of elected town meeting members in such precinct. 


The terms of office of all elected town meeting members from every precinct 
revised as aforesaid shall cease upon the election as hereinbefore provided of their 
successors. The town clerk shall, after every election of town meeting members, forth- 
with notify each such member by mail of his election. 


SECTION 4. Any representative town meeting held under the provisions of this 
act, except as otherwise provided herein, shall be limited to the town meeting members 
elected under section three, together with such town meeting members at large as may 
be provided for by the by-laws of the Town, and authority to adopt such by-laws is 
hereby conferred. 


The town clerk shall notify the town meeting members of the time and place at 
which representative town meetings are to be held, the notices to be sent by mail at 
least seven days before the meeting. The town meeting members, as aforesaid, shall 
be the judges of the election and qualifications of their members. A majority of the 
town meetings members shall constitute a quorum for doing business; but a less num- 
ber may organize temporarily and may adjourn from time to time, but no town meet- 
ing shall adjourn over the date of an election of town meeting members. All town 
meetings shall be public. The town meeting members as such shall receive no com- 
pensation. Subject to such conditions as may be determined from time to time by the 
members of the representative town meeting, any registered voter of the Town who 
is not a town meeting member may speak at any representative town meeting, but 
shall not vote. A town meeting member may resign by filing a written resignation 
with the town clerk, and such resignation shall take effect on the date of such filing. 
A town meeting member who removes from the ‘Town shall cease to be a town meet- 
ing member, and a town meeting member who removes from the precinct from which 
he was elected to another precinct may serve only until the next annual town meeting. 


SecTION 5. Nomination of candidates for town meeting members to be elected 
under this act shall be made by nomination papers, which shall bear no political desig- 
nation, shall be signed by not less than ten voters of the precinct in which the candi- 
date resides, and shall be filed with the town clerk at least ten days before the election; 
provided, that any town meeting member may become a candidate for re-election by 
giving written notice thereof to the town clerk at least thirty days before the election. 
No nomination papers shall be valid in respect to any candidate whose written accept- 
ance is not thereon or attached thereto: when filed. 


Secrion 6, The articles in the warrant for every town meeting, so far as they 
relate to the election of the moderator, town officers and town meeting members, and, 
as herein provided, to referenda, and all matters to be acted upon and determined by 
ballot, shall be so acted upon and determined by the registered voters of the ‘Town in 
their respective precincts. All other articles in the warrant for any town meeting shall 
be acted upon and determined exclusively by town meeting members at a meeting to 
be held at such time and place as shall be set forth by the selectmen in the warrant 
for the meeting, subject to the referendum provided for by section nine. 


SecTiOoN 7. A moderator shall be elected by ballot at each annual town meeting, 
and shall serve as moderator of all town meetings, except as otherwise provided by law, 
until a successor is elected and qualified. Nominations for and election of a moderator 
shall be as in the case of other elective town officers, and any vacancy in the office 
may be filled by the town meeting members at a meeting held for that purpose. If a 
moderator is absent, a moderator pro tempore may be elected by the town meeting 
members. 


Section 8. Any vacancy in the full number of town meeting members from any 
precinct, whether arising from a failure of the registered voters thereof to elect, or 
from any other cause, may be filled, until the next annual election, by the remaining 
members of the precinct from among the registered voters thereof. Upon petition 
therefor, signed by not less than ten town meeting members from the precinct, notice 
of any vacancy shall promptly be given by the town clerk to the remaining members 
from the precinct in which the vacancy or vacancies exist, and he shall call a special 
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meeting of such members for the purpose of filling such vacancy or vacancies. He shall 
cause to be mailed to every such member, not less than five days before the time set for 
the meeting, a notice specifying the object, time and place of the meeting. At the said 
meeting a majority of the members from such precinct shall constitute a quorum, and 
they shall elect from their own number a chairman and a clerk. The choice to fill any 
vacancy shall be by ballot, and a majority of the votes cast shall be required for a 
choice. ‘The chairman and clerk shall count the ballots and shall make a certificate 
of the choice and forthwith file the same with the town clerk, together with a written 
acceptance by the member or members so chosen, who shall thereupon be deemed 
elected and qualified as a town meeting member or members, subject to the right of all 
the town meeting members to judge of the election and qualifications of the members 
as set forth in section four. 


Section 9. A vote passed by any representative town meeting authorizing the 
expenditure of twenty thousand dollars or more as a special appropriation, or estab- 
lishing a new board or office or abolishing an old board or office or merging two or 
more boards or offices, or fixing the term of office of town officers, where such term is 
optional, or increasing or reducing the number of members of a board, or adopting a 
new by-law, or amending or annulling an existing by-law, shall not be operative until 
after the expiration of five days, exclusive of Sundays and holidays, from the dissolu- 
tion of the meeting. If, within said five days, a petition, signed by not less than 
three per cent of the registered voters of the ‘Town, containing their names and 
addresses as they appear on the list of registered voters, is filed with the selectmen 
asking that the question or questions involved in such a vote be submitted to the 
registered voters of the Town at large, then the selectmen, after the expiration of 
five days, shall forthwith call a special meeting for the sole purpose of presenting 
to the registered voters at large the question or questions so involved. AIl votes upon 
any questions so submitted shall be taken in the several precinct meetings by ballot, 
and the check list shall be used in the same manner as in the election of Town officers. 
The questions so submitted shall be determined by a majority vote of the registered 
voters of the Town voting thereon, but no action of the representative town meeting 
shall be reversed unless at least twenty per cent of the registered voters shall so vote. 
Each question so submitted shall be in the form of the following question, which 
shall be placed upon the official ballot:— “Shall the ‘Town vote to approve the action 
of the representative town meeting whereby it was voted (brief description of the sub- 
stance of the vote)?” If such petition is not filed within said period of five days, the 
vote of the representative town meeting shall become operative and effective upon the 
expiration of said period. 


Section 10. The ‘Town, after the acceptance of this act, shall have the capacity 
to act through and to be bound by its town meeting members, who shall, when con- 
vened from time to time as herein provided, constitute representative town meetings; 
and the representative town meetings shall exercise exclusively, so far as will conform 
to the provisions of this act, all powers vested in the municipal corporation. Action 
in conformity with all provisions of law now or hereafter applicable to the transaction 
of town affairs in town meeting, shall, when taken by any representative town meeting 
in accordance with the provisions of this act, have the same force and effect as if such 
action had been taken in a town meeting open to all the voters of the Town as organ- 
ized and conducted before the establishment in said ‘Town of representative town 
meeting government. 


SecTION 11. This act shall not abridge the right of the inhabitants of Natick to 
hold general meetings, as secured to them by the constitution of this commonwealth; 
nor shall this act confer upon any representative town meeting in said Town the power 
finally to commit the Town to any measure affecting its municipal existence or sub- 
stantially changing its form of government without action thereon by the voters of 
the Town at large, using the ballot and the check list therefor.

_ Regular Activities 


DURING THE YEAR 1953, WHICH WAS ANOTHER MOST ACTIVE YEAR IN THE 
history of the Town, the Board of Selectmen held 43 regular weekly 
meetings, 14 special meetings, 2 joint meetings, 45 Public Hearings, 3 
- Private Hearings, 15 meetings jointly with various departments and 
committees, issued 118 licenses, granted 280 Permits and made 103 
appointments. The Selectmen approved a total of 879 Treasury War- 
rants upon which a total of $4,500,953.40 was expended with maturing 
debt and interest due. 


Police Department 


During 1953 Sergeant William H. Kane retired from the Police 
Department upon reaching the age of 65. 


George Roberts was appointed Sergeant to fill the vacancy caused 
by the retirement of William H. Kane, effective August 8th. 


Joseph Horan permanent patrolman, resigned effective July 27th 
after Nine Years of Service. 


Edward F. Kadlik and Edward F. Krupski were appointed perma- 
nent patrolmen to fill the vacancies caused by the promotion and 
resignation. 


Edward W. Bradford and Ralph Mastrogiacomo, were appointed 
Reserve Patrolmen effective December 17th to bring the reserve force 
to its full strength of five. 


Town Meetings 


The Board received 124 Articles for the Annual Town Meeting of 
1953 and after consulting with the departments that sponsored the 
Articles, it was voted to include only 50 Articles in the Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting in March and to defer 77 Articles to a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting which was called for April 14th in the Junior High 
School Auditorium. 


The Annual Town Meeting was held in the Colonial Theatre 
March 10, 1953. 
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During the year two other Special Town Meetings were held to act 
upon a total of 17 Articles. These meetings were held on April 21st 
and July 14th in the Senior High School.

Annual Town Report 


The Board appointed the ‘Town Report Committee for 1953 and 
voted to have 3500 copies of the report printed. ‘The Board adver- 
tised for bids for the printing of the Annual ‘Town Report for 1953 
and four sealed bids were received. ‘The Board accepted the bid of the 
Sanderson Brothers of North Abington, the lowest bidder, in the 
amount of $2,765.00. 


Natick Safety Council 


During the year the Board referred 17 ‘Traffic Matters to the Coun- 
cil for study and a report. The Council’s recommendations on these 
matters have been most helpful to the Selectmen during the year. 


Street Lighting 


The Annual ‘Town Meeting of 1953 authorized the Selectmen to 
install sixty additional street lights this year. After checking each request 
the board ordered the installation of 58 1,000 Lumen Lamps, 2 2500 
Lumen Lamps and 3 changed from 800 Lumen to 15,000 Lumen Mer- 
cury. Ihe Selectmen have asked the Edison Company to study the 
lights starting at the North Main Street Bridge to South Main Street 
that have been in 25 years for a possible change to 15,000 Lumen 
Mercury. 
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The Selectmen authorized the Boston Edison Company to com- 
mence all night street lighting in Natick on July Ist. 


Non Contributory Retirement 


Under Section 6, Chapter 576 of the Acts of 1946, accepted by the 
Town Meeting on June 19, 1951, Sergeant William H. Kane of the 
Police Department retired upon reaching his 65th Birthday August 7, 
1953, at an annual pension rate of $2655 which represents 65 percent of 
his annual salary rate of $4100. 


Under General Laws, Chapter 32, Section 89 as amended by the 
Acts of 1952, Chapter 431, Section 3, an annuity was granted to Mrs. 
James B. Slamin, widow of the deceased member of the Natick Fire 
Department. 


Filling of Vacancies in Elective Offices 


A joint meeting of the remaining members of the Welfare Board 
and all three Selectmen was held in the Selectmen’s room on June 8th 
to fill the vacancy in the membership of the Board of Welfare Commis- 
sioners occasioned by the resignation of Rev. John K, Montgomery. At 
this meeting Leo G. Richard of 5 Pitts Street was elected to fill the 
vacancy. 


A joint meeting of the remaining members of the Board of Health 
and all three Selectmen was held in the Selectmen’s room on Novem- 
ber 16, 1953 to fill the vacancy in the membership of the Board of 
Health occasioned by the resignation of ‘Thomas F. J. Keighley, M.D. 
At this meeting Frank A. East, M.D. of 56 Walnut Street was elected 
to fill the vacancy. 


Notes and Bonds 


During the year the Selectmen approved and signed, number 1 
thru 1500 Bonds for the New High School, Loan Act of 1949, $1,500,000. 
111 Notes of 1,000 each for the Bennett-Hemenway addition. 


Other Activities 


As authorized by the votes passed under Articles 34 to 45 of the 
1953 Special ‘Town Meeting, the Selectmen adopted orders for taking of 
land by eminent domain on Marion Street for the purpose of widening 
Marion Street a public way. 


As authorized by the votes passed under Article 14 of the Special 
Town Meeting the Selectmen adopted orders for taking of land on 
Middlesex Avenue and Summer Street for Off Street Parking. 
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The Selectmen approved and signed Massachusetts Public Works 
Department contracts for Chapter 90 Maintenance of Streets contract 
No. 14516 and 14687. 


The Board sent a communication to all ‘Town Offices recommend- 
ing and requesting that wherever there are two or more employees that 
lunch periods be arranged so as to permit the offices to remain open 
for business continuously throughout the day. 


The Selectmen voted to accept the Proposal of the Massachusetts 
Mutual Life Insurance Company passed under Article 46 of the War- 
rant for the Special ‘own Meeting of April 14th. As of December 31st 
324 of the ‘town Employees have signed with the Insurance Company. 


The Off Street Parking lot was opened officially on December 12, 
1953. 


Four Police Women were appointed to take over the duties at the 
Schools for ‘Traffic Duty. Helen Lindquist, 55 South Avenue; Ruth M. 
Klein, 15 Ash Street; Mary I. Dumas, 5 Pearl Street; Josephine I. San- 
born, 38 Hartford Street. 


During the year the Board ordered one dog restrained for the 
period of 8 weeks. 


The County Commissioners of Middlesex County have signed a 
lease for the rental of the District Court in Natick; said lease for a 
period of three years commencing January 1, 1954 at an annual rate 
of $2500, which is an increase of $1000 per year above the previous lease. 


The Selectmen are most appreciative of the cooperation received 
from the ‘town Ofhcers, Department Heads and various Committees 
who have been called upon to meet with them during the year to discuss 
and assist in solving the many problems which arose this past year.

Town Counsel 


DURING THE PAST YEAR I HAVE ATTENDED THE SELECTMEN’S WEEKLY AND 
special meetings, the sessions of the Finance Committee, and many other 
meetings of the various Town departments and committees. 


The warrants for the annual and special ‘Town Meetings are in- 
creasingly voluminous and involve bond issues, eminent domain takings, 
and many troublesome problems. Advice has been freely given in re- 
sponse to official and unofficial inquiries concerning articles. 


The continuing school construction, new public works and un- 
precedented demand for opinions sometimes has required delay in action 
on specific requests but almost all Town officials have been patient 
and helpful. 


Several litigations have been concluded during the year without 
any payment or trial. All cases that went to trial, except for one appeal 
from a Board of Appeal decision, have resulted in outcomes favorable 
to the ‘Town. There have been two new claims. Recent damage to fire 
apparatus is in the process of adjustment with an insurance company. 
One claim against the surety on a subdivider’s bond is being pressed. 


Many eminent domain takings have been completed, and others 
are close to conclusion despite various technical problems which were 
encountered and delayed final action. 


During the past year I have attended monthly meetings of the state 
association of municipal attorneys and continued to serve as its treasurer. 
Last spring I was privileged to be one of the lecturers at an all-day course 
given to hundreds of members of boards of appeal from cities and towns 
throughout the state.

In 1953, the Police Department continued an unabated campaign 
to eliminate gambling, immorality and delinquency from Natick. 


The traffic situation in Natick, insofar as highway safety is con- 
cerned, offers continued improvement for 1954. In 1953 four lives 
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were lost in fatal accidents, two less than in 1952. However, personal 
injury and property damage caused by Motor Vehicles increased. It is 
felt that the same diligent enforcement measures in 1954, when coupled 
with the new point system, will tend to decrease damage and _ personal 
injury. 


‘Traffic control in Natick now involves engineering problems. With 
the cooperation of State authorities, the Selectmen, and the Safety Coun- 
cil, the Police Department is hopeful of seeing the following program 
carried out in 1954: 


1. Installation of a reflectorized, overhead sign warning motor- 
ist of traffic lights ahead at Speen Street and Grove Road on Route 9. 


2. Pedestrian controlled traffic light at Speen Street and Route 9. 


3. Installation of green arrows at Oak and Speen Streets to per- 
mit left turns for Westbound vehicles. 


4. Closing of opening at intersection of Route 9 and Wethers- 
field Road. 


‘The above represents at least two years of effort by Natick ‘Town 
officials. 


The flow of traffic in the area of Walcott Square has been much 
improved this year by the removal of the old traffic tower and the addi- 
tion of new traffic lights. ‘The congested situation in Moran Square 
continues to present a hazard and remains under study. 


The use of women Police for school trafhc duty has been very suc- 
cessful, and represents a substantial savings in regular police salaries. 


The new filing system has proved invaluable in obtaining statistics 
and checking criminal records. 


In 1954 it will be necessary to improve the communication system. 
The present radio equipment is obsolete and in a constant state of 
breakdown. Teletype communication in any form is completely lacking.

This is a requested item in the 1954 budget. he Moderator will also 
be requested to appoint a committee to study and recommend a pro- 
gram and budget on radio communications. 


‘The National Safety Council has commended Natick’s Safety Officer 
Garvey and the Department because of the demonstrated value of an 
ordinary spare tire as a life preserver. 


The present quarters were constructed for a department having less 
than one half the present personnel, and less than one third the busi- 
ness volume. ‘The Moderator is being requested to appoint a commit- 
tee to study and recommend concerning additional space and facilities. 


In 1953 Natick had two officers graduate from the State Police ‘Train- 
ing School at Framingham. ‘Iwo more are registered to attend in 1954. 
Instruction in firearms by the Boston office of the F.B.I. and a special 
course in first aid were received by all police personnel in 1953. 


The Natick Auxiliary Police force continues to merit praise and 
admiration for their hours and service to the ‘Town in all emergencies. 


This year saw the retirement of veteran law enforcement officer, 
Sergeant William H. Kane, after thirty years of loyal service to the ‘Town. 


I am sincerely grateful for the support and cooperation extended 
to me by all ‘Town officials and townspeople during the past year. 


The entire number of arrests for offenses committed in Natick 
for the year ending December 31, 1953, was 981. Of this number 918 
were males, 63 females, 126 residents, 855 non-residents, 918 adults, 63 
minors. In addition there were 660 arrests made or summonses served 
for out of town Police Departments. 


There were 19 juveniles, all males, summoned before the Juvenile 
Session of the District Court during the year. 14 were residents, 5 non- 
residents.

There were 398 automobile accidents investigated during the year 
which is 79 more than in 1952. Of these 179 resulted in personal in- 
juries, which is an increase of 16 over the previous year. 


During the year four motor vehicle fatal accidents occurred in 
Natick, resulting in as many deaths, this being one less fatal accident 
with two less deaths. ‘The fatal motor vehicle accidents are summar- 
ized as follows: | 


On April 1, 1953, a Natick man, age 75, lost his life when struck 
by a car, while crossing Union Street from the Leonard Morse Hospital 
driveway. 

An April 19, 1953, a Cochituate man, 44 years of age, lost his life 


when struck by two motor vehicles while walking ua North Main 
Street late at night. 
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On September 9, 1953, a 21-year-old Brookline soldier, lost his life 
when his car ran into the rear of a trailer truck that was stopped for 
a red light at Worcester and Grove Road. 


On October 4, 1953, a 32-year-old Brighton man lost his life when 
standing behind his truck which was parked on Route 9, and was struck 
by a car operated by an 18-year-old Springfield girl.

‘THE PERSONNEL OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT WAS INCREASED AS AUTHORIZED 
by the Town Meeting and Ernest A. Clark, James A. McCormick, 
Edward H. Gleason, George A. Kane, Jr., and Albert M. Bellofatto 
have been appointed permanent firefighters. Francis J. Dumas was 
appointed permanent military substitute; acting in the absence of John 
S. Mahoney who is in the service of the U. S. Navy. Robert E. Harris 
has been appointed to the position of Fire Alarm mechanic. John A. 
Morris was promoted to the position of Captain as a result of a Civil 
Service examination to fill the permanent position previously held by 
the late James B. Slamin. 


The Bay State Insurance Club of Massachusetts made a complete 
survey of all rated properties in the ‘Town of Natick in conjunction 
with a Spring Clean-Up Week. It was most gratifying the co-operation 
given by the Board of Selectmen, all Departments of the ‘Town, the 
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Insurance Agents of the Town and the public in general. Radio Station 
WKOX gave us very valuable assistance as did the local newspapers. 
Through the courtesy of the School Department, Fire Prevention talks 
were given and films were shown in all schools during Fire Prevention 
Week and also during the Spring Clean-Up Week. It is the plan of the 
Fire Department to conduct a Spring Clean-Up Week again this year 
during the month of April. 


Inspections by the Fire Department have been carried on through- 
out the year. Monthly inspections are made within the Mercantile Dis- 
strict, all Rest Homes, Schools and Churches. It is felt that a good 
Fire Prevention Program is necessary and very beneficial in an attempt 
to cut down the possibility of loss of life and property by fire. It has 
been necessary to assign a man full time to this work due to the great 
number of oil burner installations along with other permits which 
require inspection in addition to the routine inspections. 


It is requested that the ‘Town follow the Survey Committee’s pro- 
gram by building the new station in the Felchville Section this year 
along with acquiring land in East Natick for future use. While the 
manpower problem is critical, the addition of a few men each year 
seems the proper method of correcting this condition. 


There was installed ten Fire Alarm boxes during the year and 
in order to cover the new residential areas ten boxes should be added 
each year, These installations are made by the Fire Department. In a 
few years the entire town should be adequately covered. With the new 
Fire Alarm Headquarters and extension of the system, coupled with 
radio equipped apparatus we are able to give much more efficient 
service to the ‘Town which has expanded so rapidly in these last few 
years. 


The Fire Loss in the Town of Natick for the year 1953 was the 
lowest in fifteen years. It is my opinion the Spring Clean-Up Week 
which was so well supported by everyone is partially responsible for 
this low loss figure. Let us practice Fire Prevention this year. Fire 
Prevention is Everyone’s Business.

Public Works Department 


IN SUBMITTING THE THIRTY-THIRD REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
Works your attention is called to the fact that each recommendation 
made in the annual report for the year 1952 was voted at the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1953. 


We wish to call to your attention the fact that the Board of 
Public Works have recommended to the Planning Board that they 
attempt to recover the value of the performance bond posted by the 
developer to cover the construction cost for Blueberry Hill Road. 
The Department has been unable to obtain any concrete evidence 
that the developer intends to construct the roadway in accordance 
with the ‘Town Rules and Regulations. 


This recommendation has been made for the best interests of 
the ‘Town and so that the surrender value of the bond can be turned 
over to this Department to complete the necessary work. 


The following is a complete report of the work completed by 
the four divisions of the Department of Public Works during the past 
year. 

Highway Division 


During the current year the Highway Division oiled many sections 
of streets, cleaned, repaired, and flushed all drains, repaired a number 
of old sidewalks, and repaired many sections of fences and retaining 
walls along the public ways of the Town. | 


East Central Street was resurfaced with Type I Bitumimous Concrete 
from Main Street easterly to the intersection of Union Street under 
Chapter 90 of the General Laws. 


Elmwood Avenue, Stacey Street, Home Avenue, Gibbs Street, and 
Centre Street were all constructed under Chapter 80 and 82 of the 
General Laws. Upon their completion these roadways were accepted 
as public ways of the ‘Town of Natick. 
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New drains were laid during the year and connected to the ‘Town 
System in the following streets:— 


Elmwood Avenue Stacey Street 
Gibbs Street Home Avenue 
Centre Street Marion Street 


New sidewalks were constructed during the year on the following 
roadways under Chapter 80 and 82 of the General Laws:— 


Middlesex Avenue Abbott Road 
Walnut Street Stacey Street 

Pond Street Washington Avenue 
Arlington Circle Proctor Street 

Lake Shore Road Home Avenue 


Arlington Road 


The Boston and Albany Railroad Bridges were replanked at Wash- 
ington Avenue and Washington Street. Sections of the bridges were 
replanked with new planking at Speen Street, Marion Street, and 
Cochituate Street. 


Both corners of the intersection of Shattuck Street and Walnut 
Street were rounded and widened. Sections of curbing were constructed 
on each corner. 


The Highway Division supervised and inspected all drainage in 
roadways constructed by Developers throughout the Town. ‘These 
drains are all connected to the ‘Town System and in all there were 
approximately 10,410 feet of drainage land and 142 Catch Basins and 
Manholes constructed. 


The widening project on Marion Street was completed during 
the current year from a point south of Bacon Street southerly to the 
intersection of North Avenue. The Boston and Albany Railroad 
Company raised both ends of the Marion Street bridge and its ap- 
proaches were brought to proper grade by this Division. It is contem- 
plated to widen and reconstruct Marion Street from North Avenue 
southerly to East Central Street during the year 1954. 


Boden Lane was widened and resurfaced with Bituminous Con- 
crete by the developer of Westfield, the Campanelli Brothers, at no 
cost to the Town from Hartford Street southerly to the Boden Lane 
Cemetery. 


The construction of the public parking area on the northerly side 
of Summer Street in compliance with the vote under Article 14 of the 
Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of April 14, ,1953,, was begun 
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in October. The public parking area was opened for public use in 
early December and is complete with the exception of the Type I 
Bituminous Concrete surface and proper parking lines which will be 
completed in the Spring of 1954. 


Under the provisions of Section 6E of Chapter 40 of the General 
Laws as inserted by Chapter 538 of the Acts of 1950 temporary minor 
repairs were made on several private ways. Receipts from this work 
amounted to $625.00 and the total amount expended to accomplish 
this work was $365.81. 


With the co-operation of the State Department of Public Works 
the intersection of Bacon Street with Worcester Street, Route 9, was 
closed. A curbing was constructed by the State Department of Public 
Works and the necessary warning signs were erected, 


It is recommended that a sum of money be appropriated to recon- 
struct South Main Street from Cottage Street northerly to Walcott 
Square under Chapter 90 of the General Laws and further recommended 
that a sum of money be appropriated to complete the widening of 
Marion Street and also that a sum of money be appropriated to recon- 
struct a large section of Pond Street from South Main Street westerly 
to High Street. 


A contract was signed with the New England Survey Services, Inc. 
of Boston, Massachusetts, for the proposed Block Map System of the 
‘Town of Natick in late December of the current year. We recommend 
that a sum of money be appropriated to complete this work as soon 
as 1s possible due to the great need of such maps by the ‘Town. 


Sanitation Division 


During the past year there were 4,054 cubic yards of garbage col- 
lected which is an increase in quantity collected over the year 1952 
cf about 800 cubic yards. Receipts from the sale of this garbage amounted 
to 33,500.00. 


A new garbage collection unit was added to this Division during 
the year. The two oldest garbage collection units purchased in 1946 
were rebuilt and completely reconditioned by the Department. 


The threat of Vescular Exianthema to close all hog farms in the 
area has ceased. In July of 1953 legislation was passed which requires 
all hog farm operators to cook all garbage fed to hogs effective January 
1, 1954. This will result, it is believed, in the Town being able to 
continue its sale of garbage to hog farm operators thereby reducing 
the total cost for collection. 
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The year 1953 was the first full year of operation of this Division 
for the collection of rubbish throughout the Town. With the constant 
growth of the town since the original truck purchase for the collection 
of rubbish in June of 1952 it has become most difficult to operate on 
schedule and in order to meet the schedule this equipment is operated 
for ten to twelve hours per day. This condition will become pro- 
gressively worse since the local developers contemplate the construction 
of approximately 300 additional new homes in the year 1954. 


In the event of a major equipment breakdown the Division has 
no sanitary or practical means of collecting rubbish so due to this 
fact and due to the increase in population we recommend that funds 
be appropriated to enable this Division to purchase one additional 
rubbish collection unit. 

Water Division 


During the past year this Division added approximately 23,500 
feet of new main to the System and 260 new services were added. 


The six-inch water main was relaid on Mill Street from Pond 
Street to West Central Street, which was installed many years ago, with 
ten-inch Cast Iron Pipe. 


The Generator Unit was installed in the Water Pumping Station 
and the interior was completed, This completes the post-war projects 
as outlined in the report of the Department of 1946. 


During the past year manganese deposits were found in the water 
supply. A complete survey of the system was conducted to determine 
the cause. It was found that the deposit is entering the system from 
the Dug Well at the Water Pumping Station and appears in the form 
of small black deposits. It is recommended that a sum of money be 
appropriated for the purpose of installing an injector pump at the 
Water Pumping Station to inject a chemical solution into the water 
supply to eliminate the solidity of the manganese in the System. 


Under the new policy of the Department on water mains and 
services the Developers constructed approximately 11,700 linear feet 
of cast iron mains and installed 225 services under the supervision and 
inspection of this Division. 


It is recommended that a sum of money be appropriated for the 
construction of additional wells and pumping equipment at the Water 
Pumping Station to meet the increased demand on the supply and 
maintain an adequate surplus of water to meet any and all possible 
emergencies and also to meet any large demand from potential industrial 
sites. 
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Sewer Division 


All sewer lines were flushed during the year and there has been 
very little leakage during the year in the system. 


The Chlorinators were in full operation during the warm weather 
at both the Sewer Pumping Station and the Filtration Plant. Approxi- 
mately 22,000 pounds of liquid chlorine were injected into the raw 
sewerage. 


The main sewer system was extended into the following streets 
within newly constructed developments by the Developers under the 
supervision and inspection of this Division:— 


Appleton Road Ivy Lane 
Emerson Road Gibson Street 
Oxbow Road Brookdale Road 
Millbrook Road Greenleaf Road

In addition to the above, sewer was extended by the Sewer Divi-

The contracts for new sewer mains and house connections with 
the North Haven Construction Company, Inc. of North Haven, Con- 
necticut, and with Fantoni and Bitsoli, Inc., of Natick, Massachusetts, 
were completed during the past year. New mains were constructed on 
the following streets:—

Also completed were the contracts for the Sub-Pumping Stations 
located on Travis Road, Edwards Road, Boden Lane, and Bradford 
Road. 
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It is recommended that a sum of money be appropriated in order 
to make the necessary connections into the South Metropolitan Sewerage 
Trunk Line which will be available in several months to service the 


Town of Natick.

Your SCHOOL COMMITTEE SUBMITS ITS REPORT FOR THE PAST YEAR: 


The unprecedented rapid increase in the population of our ‘Town 
has presented public school educational problems unheard of in the 
Town’s history. ‘The matters of obtaining qualified teaching personnel, 
providing for school housing, supplying transportation for pupils, and 
the procurement of necessary textbooks and other equipment to take 
care of an enrollment of nearly five thousand children have been cause 
for more and more serious consideration in our efforts to solve them as 
they develop. Because of lack of classroom space it became necessary 
last September to start a two-platoon system for the first grades — half 
of this grade attending school in the forenoon and the other half in 
the afternoon. By doing this we saved room space so that other grades 
could be accommodated on a full time basis. Although it was an emer- 
gency measure and a temporary arrangement only, it was necessary at 
that time. 


The Committee presented for approval of the ‘Town two proposi- 
tions for the new school space. One was for an addition of eight rooms to 
the Bennett-Hemenway school in North Natick and the other for a 
six-room addition and auditorium at the Felchville school site. Funds 
were appropriated for both. As this is written the addition at Bennett- 
Hemenway is progressing. ‘There was a legal technicality which had to 
be dissolved in connection with the Felchville site as to the use of the 
land before work could start, but this is now in the process of being 
done; and it is hoped that the work will start in the very near future. 
Both of these additions should be ready for occupancy in the fall of 
the new school year. 


What has been done in this respect is just a beginning. Surveys 
were made of possible future land takings for school sites, and it was 
decided to present at least four articles in the warrant for the 1954 
Town Meeting for appropriations to make this possible. It was also 
decided to ask for appropriations to build two new fourteen-room schools 
on two of these proposed sites, this work to be started immediately in 
the hope that the extra space thus provided will be ready in the near 
future. 


The health of the children in the Public Schools is of great impor- 
tance. We embarked on a new program of medical examinations which 
has made for greater efficiency in accomplishing this provision of the 
State laws as soon after the opening of the schools in September as possi- 
ble. ‘The work was divided among several local physicians who were 
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glad to cooperate. ‘The results have more than justified the change. 
The very much larger enrollment called for more health supervision, 
and we engaged the services of another registered nurse to assist two 
already in the service of the schools. 


A serious situation which has demanded much thought and time 
is the problem of providing teachers to take care of the continuing in- 
crease of pupil enrollment. ‘There is a nation-wide shortage of qualified 
teachers. We must compete with other communities in the search for 
adequate personnel. Having this in mind and in order to keep our 
present teaching corps morale at its best, we considered it necessary to 
increase the minima and the maxima of the present salary schedule 
and at the same time propose a salary increase of three hundred dollars 
effective in September, 1954, subject to the approval of the 1954 ‘Town 
Meeting. ‘his was done, after studying the problem and upon request 
of the Teacher’s Association for a salary increase of more than we 
allowed, in order to meet the increased cost of living since the last in- 
crease allowed two years ago. In making this decision the Committee 
was fully cognizant of rising costs of ‘Town expenditure; however, the 
School Committee is charged primarily with providing the best educa- 
tion for the children of the Town. 


Work was started on the new High School and the Building Com- 
mittee has been working in close cooperation with the school adminis- 
trators to provide the most efficient layout for what is considered from 
teaching and administrative standpoints as the best high school educa- 
tion. Work seems to be progressing in a way that will insure the occu- 
pancy of the building when schools open in September, 1954. 


‘The Committee has noted an intensity of interest in schools on the 
part of various groups in the community. ‘This is welcome and sugges- 
tions made by them have been given full consideration and where possi- 
ble have been adopted. Constructive suggestions can help the Committee 


in arriving at decisions for the ultimate good of the Public Schools of 
Natick. 


As an indication of the increased work involved due to the rapid 
growth of the school population, it might be well to present some figures 
that may be of interest: 


During the thirteen years 1933-45, there was an average of fourteen 
recorded meetings of the School Committee a year. 


During the seven years 1946-52, there was an average of thirty-one 
meetings a year. 
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During the year 1953, alone, there were forty-four recorded meetings. 
This does not include meetings with the State Assistance Commission 
on proposed new schools, meetings with ‘Town Finance Committee, and 
various meetings of the Parent-Teacher Associations and other groups 
at which individual members were present and made addresses on 
school problems. 


The Committee has approved the report of the Superintendent of 
Schools which follows and gives in more detail the accomplishments of 
the past, the efforts of the present, and the planning for the future. We 
recommend its reading to all interested citizens.

Superintendent of Schools 


{fT IS AGAIN MY PRIVILEGE TO SUBMIT TO YOU, THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 
the parents, and all citizens of this ‘town a report on the progress and 
some of the developments of the “Town’s largest department. ‘his report 
is in the form of a brief survey and to an extent it is an evaluation of 
some of the changes and improvements that have taken place this year 
as well as during the past few years. 


General 

Our community ten years ago had a population of 13,851 accord- 
Mipeioetue, tederal census of 1940. “The state census of 1945 recorded 
15,789 persons residing in Natick. In the year 1943 the determined valu- 
ation of this Town was $18,261,375.00. During the war-years and _par- 
ticularly since that time we have grown in population to that of a small 
city having presently an estimated population of 25,000. The valuation 
of our community has increased to that of $34,316,100.00 as of January 1, 
1953. Similarly the enrollment of our public schools has increased, in 
fact more than doubled, from 2,342 pupils on October 1, 1943, to 4,899 
pupils as of October 1, 1953. Kindergarten children are included in 
both of these figures since kindergartens were established in 1943. ‘The 
valuation of the ‘Town’s school properties has increased from an esti- 
mated value of $1,053,500.00 in 1943 to an estimated value of $2,786, 
300.00 as of June, 1953. ‘he completion of the new high school, a new 
elementary building, and an addition to a third elementary school this 
coming year will add a substantial amount to this valuation. In the 
past few wears five new elementary schools, a one-room addition, and 
a six-room addition, have been completed. ‘True, two of these buildings 
replaced three old outmoded wooden structures; nevertheless, thirty- 
four additional classrooms have been realized. 


At the present time, all possible classroom space, with the approval 
of the Department of Public Safety, is being utilized for educational 
purposes. Even so, the majority of our classrooms are overcrowded. 
Statistics give evidence that our elementary teacher-pupil load is one of 
the highest in the state even though the number of elementary class- 
room teachers in our system has increased from forty-two to that of 
ninety-eight during the past decade. This latter figure includes teachers 
known as assistants who are necessary where extremely large classes 
occur, additional classrooms being unavailable. ‘The secondary schools 
are in a similar position. ‘The junior high school constructed in 1927 
is now housing 808 pupils, approximately 200 over capacity, by making 
use of the library, a study hall, a laboratory room, two temporary class- 
rooms in the cafeteria, and other spaces. The senior high school is like- 
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wise in the same over-crowded situation. However, in September, 1954, 
the problems of secondary school housing will be cared for at least 
temporarily with the junior high school housing grades seven and eight 
and the new high school accommodating the last four years of public 
education. The old high school will be used probably to house all sixth 
grade pupils from the entire Town. These contemplated changes will 
serve only to care temporarily for our needs, and even then will be in- 
adequate. Immediate attention must be given to more school accommo- 
dations, both elementary and secondary, to the acquisition of additional 
teachers, and to the purchase of additional school materials and sup- 
plies, as well as the employment of additional help in the custodial, 
maintenance, and administrative fields. 


Few communities have experienced such a tremendous growth in 
population, in new home, in school enrollment, in new school buildings, 
and in valuation during such a short period of time as Natick. “Grow- 
ing pains” is a term certainly applicable to our situation. Any organi- 
zation, business, community, or department with such a rapid growth 
is bound to have its problems. ‘Those problems closely related to the 
proper education of our youth are receiving constant attention. “The 
school personnel, the administrative staff, and the School Committee, 
by the contributions resulting from their background and experience, 
have aided the School Department immeasurably in the developing 
process of long range building and educational planning. 


Improvements 


Many of the changes and improvements here reported have had 
their very beginning during the past few years. Some are completed, 
others are near completion, and some are in the process of being refined. 
All have had a decided influence on the services rendered to the chil- 
dren of our community and in the opinion of the School Department 
are worthy of being called improvements. At the same time we should 
realize that many proven educational practices are being continued 
and strengthened. However, no practice, change, or improvement may 
be said to be final because education is a continuing process, a living 
thing, that must continually promote growth. 


During the course of a pupil’s school life, from kindergarten through 
the twelfth grade of high school, there is a planned program of standard- 
ized testing procedure. In kindergarten, effort is made to determine the 
individual child’s ability to achieve. ‘The pupil’s reading readiness is 
determined. Likewise the determination of a child’s ability to succeed 
is ascertained in all grades. Each year, on various levels, standardized 
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achievement tests are given to each pupil to determine his progress in 
basic skills. Intelligence tests are administered to all pupils at periodic 
intervals. 


The testing program started in the elementary school is continued 
in the junior and senior high schools with some variation. The follow- 
ing table indicates the time, the gerade level, and the standardized tests 
presently used in this program: 


Testing Program — Evaluation and Diagnostic 


Kindergarten — Reading Battery Pre-Reading Tests — This test is given to all kinder- 
garten pupils during the month of May, and measures vacabulary readiness, tactile- 
visual readiness, visual readiness, auditory readiness, comprehension readiness. 


Grades 1. 4 and 6 — Kuhlmann-Finch ‘Test — This test is given during the second week 
of September and determines the pupil’s intelligent quotient and mental age. 


Grades 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6— Metropolitan Achievement Tests — ‘These tests are given 
during the latter part of September. The grade 2 test measures grade equivalents 
in areas of reading, word meaning, arithmetic fundamentals, arithmetic problems, 
and spelling. ‘The test given in grades 3 and 4 measures language usage in addi- 
tion to the areas in grade 2. In grade 5 and 6, grade equivalents are determined for 
reading, word meaning, arithmetic fundamentals, arithmetic problems, spelling, 
punctuation, and capitalization. 


All elementary grades — Wechsler-Bellevue — This test is given whenever in the opin- 
ion of school authorities an individual intelligence test seems desirable. 


All elementary grades — Other tests, such as Durrell-Sullivan Diagnostic Test (read- 
ing), are available for use by the teacher for recheck purposes. 


Grade 7 — Gates Reading Survey — This test is given during September to all pupils. 
The test measures ability in the areas of vocabulary, comprehension, and speed 
of reading. Grade equivalents and age equivalents are determined. 


Grade 7— California Test of Mental Maturity (Intermediate Form) — This test is 
given during October to all pupils. ‘The test is designed to secure a valid measure 
of mental maturity. ‘The diagnostic profile may give clues for guiding the activi- 
ties of individuals who are experiencing learning difficulties. 


Grades 7 and 8— The Pribble-Dallmann Diagnostic Tests in Basic English Skills — 
These tests in the use of correct English are given during September to all pupils. 
Sentence recognition, verbs, nouns, pronouns and modifiers (adjectives and ad- 
verbs), spelling, capitalization, and punctuation are investigated. 


Grade 9— The Pribble-McCrory Diagnostic Tests in Practical English Grammar _ is 
given during September to all pupils. This is a test in the use of correct English. 
Sentence recognition, verbs, pronouns, adjectives, adverbs, nouns, redundance, and 
punctuation are investigated. 

Grades 7, 8, and 9—Los Angeles Diagnostic Test: Fundamentals of Arithmetic — 
‘These tests are given at the beginning of the school year to students in the general 
mathematics classes. 

Grade 9 — Detroit Mechanical Aptitude Test and Mechanical Comprehension Test — 
These two tests are given to any boy who intends to transfer to trade school. The 
pupil’s aptitude for and comprehension of mechanical things is determined. 
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Grades 7, 8 and 9 — Other tests, such as the Langren-Woody Reading Test, are avail- 
able for recheck purposes. 


Grade 10 — The following test battery is given to all saphomores during the third week 
of the school year: 


California Test of Mental Maturity (Advanced Form) — This test is given for the 
same purpose as in grade 7. 


High School Reading Test — The test is constructed to test the student’s vocabu- 
lary, power of word discrimination, ability to read and understand sentences, 
skill in noting details, and ability to read and interpret paragraphs. 

The Pribble-McCrory Diagnostic ‘Tests in Practical English Grammar — This is the 
Same test that is given to ninth grade pupils but in a different form. 

Hundred Problem Arithmetic ‘Test — The test is arranged to enable the teacher or 


counselor to diagnose computation achievement in addition, subtraction, mul- 
tiplication, division, and in the use of fractions, decimals, and percents. 


Kuder Preference Record — This blank is used for obtaining a record of the stu- 
dent’s preference with respect to a variety of activities in which he is inter- 
ested. The resulting scores can be of assistance in considering occupations. 


Grade 11 — Many juniors who are planning to enter college are urged to take the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (Verbal and Mathematical Sections) of the College En- 
trance Examination Board. Scores from these tests are used for guidance purposes 
during the senior years. 


Grades 1] and 12—All pupils who enter these grades from out-of-town schools are 
given the same test battery as that given all sophomores. Other tests are available 
for retest purposes at the high school level. 


Note: In addition, at all levels teacher-made tests are used in different subjects and 

areas. Physical examinations including eyes and ears are given at regular intervals. 

The results of all tests are available to the pupils’ teachers thereby 
acting as a guide for them in determining educational teaching proce- 
dures and in planning remedial and developmental work. In all schools 
arrangements are made to provide specific help to pupils having learning 
difficulties. Such a program has been in the process of development dur- 
ing the past several years. 


The importance of a proper guidance program cannot be over- 
emphasized. In these days of great advancements in the fields of science, 
industry, travel, human relations, and others it is of utmost importance 
that we as educators and as parents help our youth with every facility 
and means at our command. We must assist our young men and women 
in achieving their educational and vocational goals. Guidance has always 
been part of public education, although the definite values of such a 
program were not recognized until the last quarter century. During 
recent years we have determined that this field of education shall be 
expanded and have its proper place. ‘The past year has evidenced the 
establishment of a more definite guidance department, presently confined 
in the majority to high school work, although for many years guidance 
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has been administered by principals assisted by teachers known as coun- 
selors. Included in the procedures and purposes of this department are 
regular student interviews, the recording of pupil progress, assisting the 
pupil with his problems, and making available to the pupil and parent 
vocational and educational data. The testing program is very closely 
associated with guidance. ‘The general work of principals, counselors, 
and the guidance director is supplemented by such activities as adminis- 
tering and evaluating tests, keeping cumulative records for each pupil, 
conducting occupational conferences, guidance clinics, and parental 
consultations. 


Individual abilities, needs, and achievements are _ considered. 
Teachers when organizing their classes for instructional purposes begin 
by studying the children. Such a study includes an analysis of test re- 
sults, the results of achievement tests, general achievement during the 
past year, the evident ability of the child, social factors, the child’s inter- 
est, and general observation. A wide range is found in the abilities and 
achievement of children. Groups are arranged according to approximate 
levels of ability and achievement. Instruction is then planned around the 
needs of each group. A similar procedure is carried on in the secondary 
schools, although there tends to develop because of guidance a natural 
grouping on this level.

Over a year ago we became associated with the services of a mental 
hygiene clinic directed by professors on the staff of the departments of 
psychology and guidance at Tufts College. This has proved very helpful 
to pupils, teachers, and parents. During the past year this program has 
been supplemented by the services of the Family Society of Greater 
Boston, an agency sponsored by the Community Fund. Such services 
rendered by approved social workers have been of great value especially 
with reference to family problems. 


Although permanent records of the progress of individual pupils 
have been for many years part of most school systems, only during the 
past few years have many improved changes taken place. A permanent 
elementary record card is now being used which is made available to the 
secondary schools upon the individual pupil’s entrance. Approximately 
a year ago the permanent record card in the secondary schools was re- 
vised. Such cards contain the recorded achievements and outstanding 
accomplishments of each pupil so that the teachers concerned may be 
better informed of the ability, interests, and needs of students. Those 
items of helpful information are recorded each year. Such a card is of 
value to a teacher when organizing the class for instructional purposes at 
the beginning of a school year. It also helps the teacher to become aware 
of the special needs of individual pupils as discovered by other teachers. 
This card is a permanent history of the pupil’s achievement in our 
schools and is used eventually for job placement and college entrance. 
Only items of help for instructional and guidance purposes are recorded. 


The need for special help particularly in the field of reading and 
arithmetic has been recognized. Teachers with special training are as- 
signed to assist in this work. As a result, many children who are not 
reading to their capacity or who are experiencing extreme difficulties 
with the reading process are helped either in a small group or indi- 
vidually. Included in this program is the administration of specific 
reading tests, as previously indicated, that help the special reading 
teacher determine what remedial and developmental work must be done. 
Such instruction takes place in many instances in the teachers’ room, 
because of lack of space within the school. ‘Those elementary pupils who 
need such help and are within a reasonable walking distance meet with 
the teacher in a room in the public library. In conjunction with these 
special remedial and developmental programs classroom libraries are 
being developed in many elementary schools. The junior high school 
library, although too small, is well equipped and the present senior high 
school has a converted study-hall library. The public library supplies 
books upon request, thus hundreds of additional good books have been 
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made available in all schools. Children are provided with reading mate- 
rials for development, pleasure, and information. 


A physical education teacher has been recently employed for the 
girls of the elementary schools. Formerly, one physical education teacher 
was responsible for this program assisted by individual classroom 
teachers. ‘This fall a program of after-school recreational activities super- 
vised by school personnel was inaugurated for elementary pupils. Many 
pupils, both boys and girls, participate in this activity. 


The requirements for a teaching position in the public schools of 
Natick are governed by existing state certification laws supplemented 
by local rules and regulations of the School Committee. A program to 
introduce new teachers to school policies and to inform staff members of 
developments within the system was inaugurated a few years ago. Bulle- 
tins, special notices, and guidance pertaining to accounting, classroom 
management, schedules, organization of classes for instruction, techniques 
of teaching, and other pertinent information are available for all 
teachers. Group meetings with new teachers are held periodically as 
well as meetings of supervisors, principals, departments, and individual 
school personnel. ‘The past few years have given evidence of workshops 
for particular divisions of the school system at the beginning of the 
school year. ‘This year an elementary school workshop and a guidance 
workshop for the entire system was sponsored. Many of our teachers and

administrators are busy each year taking courses to keep informed on 
recent trends in the areas of child-growth, educational procedures, and 
curriculum development. 


A program of Defense Bond and Defense Stamp purchasing has 
been carried on in all public schools for many years. ‘Vhis year, however, 
the School Committee has approved a program of school savings, to be 
sponsored and entirely administrated by a local bank. Such a program 
will be inaugurated in the very near future. It is expected that some 
pupils will not participate, that some of the deposited money will be 
withdrawn, and that such investments may be irregular. However, we 
believe that the training received from this systematic method of saving 
may be carried on through life, and that definite values will be realized. 


Group accident insurance is available for all public school pupils 
and teachers. ‘This plan of insurance provides liberal benefits for chil- 
dren while traveling directly to and from school, while attending school 
during the hours and on the days when school is in session, including 
coverage for gymnasium and other physical education activities, while 
traveling to and from school on school buses, on the playground, and 
while participating in school sponsored and supervised activities after 
school hours. It does not cover injuries sustained as a result of the prac- 
tice and play of interschool sports. Participation in this program is well 
over seventy-five per cent. ‘There is no question of its worth. 


Safety education — pupil, school house, traffic, and many other 
phases of safety have been for years an important part of our school 
program. An award of Pedestrian Safety for no fatalities during the past 
year was given our ‘Town by the State Registry of Motor Vehicles. This 
award, we believe, was the result at least in part of the safety information 
and safety instructions presented in our public schools. School safety 
patrols, safety clubs, and the general safety program conducted in close 
association with the special safety officer of the Police Department and 
many interested agencies, including the State Registry of Motor Vehicles, 
have been a means of developing a safety-conscious school department 
and ‘Town. 


Teaching aids, devices, and various equipment have long been used 
by instructors as a means of assisting pupils to gain accurate concepts 
and understandings. Such materials as maps, charts, phonographs, musical 
instruments, laboratory apparatus, and other like articles may be included 
in this category. However, it has been only during the past thirty years 
that the importance of motion picture machines, film strip projectors, 
recording machines, geometrical models, and other similar devices has 
been realized and placed in a separate category termed .Audio-Visual 
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Aids. ‘This department now -has under its jurisdiction many such tools 
and materials. 


This school year, because of the great increase in elementary school 
enrollment as well as the lack of elementary school facilities, it was 
necessary to sponsor a two-platoon first-grade system. One half of the 
first-grade pupils are attending school during the morning session and 
the other half during the afternoon session. “Iwo teachers were ap- 
pointed for each group and assist each other and give additional help to 
pupils requiring it. Although this system seems to be progressing very 
well at this time we do not plan to continue it another year. 


Auditorium or assembly programs are an important part of our 
educational offering. This phase of education has been possible on the 
secondary level because of available facilities; however, with the advent 
of combination auditorium-gymnasiums or all-purpose rooms in our new 
elementary schools such programs have become part of our regular ele- 
mentary educational procedure. Many lessons may be taught through 
the development of simple dramatics, pupils and teachers work together, 
and previously unknown abilities are discovered in a play that has caught 
the interest and imagination of a self-conscious or retiring pupil. ‘There 
is also research and correlation with other classroom subjects which 
result in added interest in the general school work of all pupils. Prac- 
tice in clarity of speech, comprehension, and interpretation aids ex-

tensively in the reading program. This program, an integral part of 
our instructional service, develops not only poise and confidence but 
also a sense of responsibility and dependability. 


The core or basis of a school’s physical educational program is built 
around the use of the above-mentioned facility together with the out- 
door playfield. Such school facilities are of definite value not only to the 
pupils, as explained above, but to the citizens of the community with 
relation to adult education and recreation. 


Two years ago existing rules and regulations pertaining to the man- 
agement of the Natick Public School System were revised. A pamphlet, 
“Rules and Regulations of the School Committee’ was published and 
is used by all staff members. Thus, the personnel of this department 
may become fully aware of the Committee’s policies. “The School Com- 
mittee by law is the policy determining body of the school system, al- 
though the actual implementation of these policies is developed by the 
Superintendent of Schools and other administrators, with the help of the 
faculty. Meetings of various members of the administrative staff, teachers, 
and other personnel are held for the purpose of discussing educational 
problems and procedures necessary to promulgate the policies of the 
School Committee. 


Quotas are determined whereby books and school supplies are pro- 
vided on an approximately equal basis to all pupils. Each year a school 
budget is prepared which contains two major divisions, namely, salaries 
and maintenance, although there are three other minor categories — 
travel out-of-state, physical education, and school lunches. ‘This pre- 
pared schedule of previous annual expenditure and proposed costs for 
the coming year serves as a guide for the proper functioning of the edu- 
cational system. The bookkeeping system makes it possible to make 
an immediate, accurate, and current check on all expenditures. Inven- 
tories of books and supplies are made annually in each school. Thus 
pupils in a grade, division, or department have relatively the same 
materials with which to work. 


Elementary school lunch rooms or cafeterias have not been included 
in the elementary building program, since available time and reasonable 
walking distance combine to make it possible for the great majority of 
pupus to lunch at home. Although generally speaking hot lunches have 
been accepted as having a part in today’s educational program, it would 
seem that the elmination of such a facility in the construction of five new 
elementary schools during the past few years has made financially possi- 
ble the erection of another elementary school building. ‘This fact alone 
is of great importance to a community with such extensive financial 
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obligations. On the other hand, proper lunch facilities in such schools 
as the junior high school, the present senior high, and the new high 
school are of importance because of the centralization of enrollment of 
pupils from all sections of the community. 


In the field of operation and maintenance there have been many 
renovations and improvements. Considerable headway has been made 
in operating and maintaining school facilities on a more efficient basis. 
The past year has evidenced the complete interior painting of the class- 
rooms, corridors, shops, cafeterias, offices, and gymnasium of the junior 
high school, a project which has needed attention for a long time. New 
heating units have been installed in some of the classrooms, another step 
in the eventual complete renovation of the heating system. New oil- 
burning boilers were installed in this school over a year ago. Various 
plumbing, carpentry, and electrical replacements and repairs have been 
accomplished in all school buildings. Interior painting has been com- 
pleted in sections of other school buildings, and the outside trim on the 
Lincoln and Johnson Schools was completed during the summer months. 
The Felchville School received a much needed exterior paint treatment 
this year. 

Modern teaching procedures require more bulletin or tack board 
space. Many of our buildings have had such additional boards installed 
although there is still need of many more. Black chalkboards or slate 
boards have been repainted in many schools. “The new “vismatic” green 
paint, approved by specialists in this field, seems to be functional and 
durable, and is appreciated by pupils and teachers. It enhances sub- 


stantially the appearance of the classroom as well as improving visual 
acuity. 


A minimum amount of new equipment for instructional purposes 
has been purchased. The great majority of this purchase was for pupils’ 
desks and chairs. ‘The almost continuous increase in enrollment has 
made this necessary, although there are many old, outmoded pieces of 
school furniture that should be replaced. 


‘The installation of such feautres at different schools as bicycle racks, 
new benches, coat hooks, shelves, new bubblers, and other items has 
aided the efficient running of the school unit. Such items as the replace- 
ment and improvement of window shades, floor treatments, roof repair, 
motor and machine repairs, clock and communication repairs, plus 
other projects of a similar nature are an annual procedure. 


Changes in school personnel have occurred extensively for some 
time. Only qualified teachers have been employed. Some replaced those 
who accepted a position elsewhere, or resigned from teaching for other

reasons. Yearly it has been necessary to add qualified people to our staff, 
teachers, office help, and custodians to ‘care for our seemingly ever- 
increasing pupil enrollment, and to maintain and to operate our ex- 
panding facilities. 


The Years Ahead 


The course of education in the years ahead cannot readily be 
charted at the present time. Public school education is determined by 
the needs of those pupils who participate in it as well as the demands of 
society as a whole. The past hundred years have seen extreme changes 
in the offerings of education on private, public, and collegiate levels. 
What is now considered proper content and procedure may in a few 
short years be determined unwise and obsolete. However, we must, 
with our present knowledge and understanding, attempt to plan and 
chart our future course. 


Efficiency is desired by all organizations. For many years offices, 
rooms, materials, and the supervisory or administrative staff have been 
scattered throughout the various school buildings. ‘The Office of Public 
Schools, including the School Committee and Superintendent’s Office 
has had inadequate space for some time. Accommodations for the 
director of elementary education, the supervisor of attendance, and the 
departments of health, building maintenance, music, art, physical edu- 
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cation, guidance, and others should have relatively close proximity for 
the purpose of efficient coordination. ‘There should also be available 
with these accommodations space for conferences, workshops, and a 
professional library. ‘The transfer of high school students into the new 
high school next fall will make possible the use of at least part of the 
first floor and basement of the old high school for such centralization, 
even though pupils from the sixth grades of the entire Town and possi- 
bly some fifth graders will be accommodated in the rest of the building. 
This will be possible, with the coming of the new school year, provided 
the new high school building is available for occupancy. 


In all probability a continuous increase in the number of teachers 
on the school staff will be necessary for several years. It is believed that 
the great increase in the number of teachers and other personnel must 
take place this coming year because of the opening of the new high school 
with its larger number of pupils and more extensive educational pro- 
gram. At the same time more personnel must be added to the elementary 
school staff. It should be remembered too that with the increased enroll- 
ment and new school facilities more organizational problems are created. 
It is practically mandatory that additional administrative help be em- 
ployed. ‘The routine work of administration, purchasing, detail work 
for building repairs and maintenance, specifications, the preparation of 
financial and other reports, work pertaining to future school sites and

buildings, supervision and leadership are, to say the least, rather exten- 
sive. All phases are necessary to the efficient operation of the school 
system. 


Continued research and study must be carried on in all phases of 
our curriculum. It is felt that reading, writing, and arithmetic will 
always be basic in education for without such skills further accomplish- 
ments will be handicapped. ‘The advanced stages of our program must 
continue to receive our attention. More consideration should be given 
handicapped children, for every child is entitled to an education .. . 
such is characteristic and inherent in the very philosophy of democracy. 
“All men are created equal” is a phrase so often used that is has become 
commonplace, and yet it is always meaningful. By law all are equal — 
equal in our claims for freedom and equal in our right to learn, even 
if not equal in our capacity to learn. Physical differences are recognized, 
but one of the most difficult things for many is to realize that many 
children differ in mental ability. Pupils do have different individual 
abilities, interests, talents, and aptitudes. They do, nevertheless, need 
to plan, to study, and to work together in preparing for citizenship. 


Citizenship training requires more than just a knowledge of civic 
and governmental affairs. We encourage the democratic or participatory 
process — such as participation in clubs, the student council, sports, 
public speaking, school and playground responsibilities. Student Gov- 
ernment Day, and in personal interviews with representatives of local 
and state governmental agencies or departments. It is our purpose, there- 
fore, to aim for a program flexible enough so that each child may pro- 
gress according to his ability and become an intelligent and worthy 
citizen. 


Much time and effort has been spent in surveying and studying the 
educational needs of the community with particular emphasis on new 
school sites and future building facilities. Members of the school per- 
sonnel, administrative staff, School Committee, and lay representatives 
have certainly aided the School Department extensively in the develop- 
ing process of long range building. Reasonable evidence gives indication 
of the definite immediate need of more school buildings on both the ele- 
mentary and secondary levels. Such need will continue for a number of 
years since our public school population will probably be well over eight 
thousand pupils in the 1960’s as compared with the present approxi- 
mately five thousand pupils. Articles pertaining to the acquisition of 
land for school sites, new buildings and other needs have been submitted 
for consideration at the Annual ‘Town Meeting in March. 
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Conclusion 


There are and will continue to be many problems facing our 
community, but it is believed that the Town of Natick has a great future. 
Its ideal location in the heart of New England, its close proximity to 
leading educational institutions, its transportation facilities with leading 
highways and railroads extending in all directions, its avalable lands for 
industry and homes, its local governmental departments and boards for 
the protection of life and property, recreation, utilities, education, 
finance, accounting, planning, plus a citizenry interested in its develop- 
ment are certainly conducive to a community of which all should be 
proud. 


Two years ago the conclusion of the report of your Superintendent 
of Schools contained the following which seems to be as appropriate 
today as it was at that time: 


“Recently the public schools of our country have been subjected to 
many unconfirmed accusations and criticims. ‘There are those who 
would undermine the very foundations of our country. Naturally, they 
would do this by striking at something that is very dear to every true 
American. ‘This procedure must be watched and checked with care. Our 
public schools have given to this country a citizenry as well informed 
and educated as any people in any other country on earth. ‘They have

served the people, and they are continuing to do their part in the teach- 
ing and development of democracy. We must protect them. We must 
not allow the schemes of foreign governments, nor the selfish desires of 
individuals to influence unduly the greatest public institution ever 
known. It would seem, therefore, that if we may continue to share our 
thoughts and ideas, weigh what is being done, be fair and just, our 
pattern or public education must continue to develop and to improve. 
It is our sincere belief that if society continues to support our public 
schools with faith as well as with financial assistance such an institution 
will strengthen our democracy in the future as it has in the past.” 


The School Department appreciates the cooperation and help of 
the various departments and organizations who have contributed so 
much to the welfare and education of the hundreds of youths of our 
‘Town who come under its jurisdiction.

WITH A TOTAL CIRCULATION OF 195,760 BOOKS, THE YEAR 1953 CONTINUED 
to be a year of growth. 128,374 books were circulated at the main 
Library and 67,386 from the Bookmobile. ‘This make a record year. 
About 2700 books were added to the Library during the year and 1714 
new borrowers were registered. 


For the past year the Bookmobile schedule remained the same 
with the addition of the new Bennett-Hemenway School to the four 
other schools receiving Bookmobile service. It is hoped that in the 
spring the two North Natick stops can be combined so that there will 
be time for at least one stop in Wethersfield. For the schools nearer the 
center of town and not in the area covered by the Bookmobile, the 
Library provides deposits of books. 


Because of the increase in the circulation of books an appropriation 
was granted at the Annual Town Meeting for an additional library 
assistant to help at the main Library and on the Bookmobile. This 
position was filled in December by Richard A. Bodge, who came to 
Natick from the Watertown Public Library. Mr. Bodge has had book- 
mobile, college and public brary experience. 


It was with regret that the Library accepted the resignation of its 
cataloguer, Alice Deery, in July. Mrs. Deery resigned to accept a position 
as Librarian of the Watertown High School Library. Up to the present 
time a properly qualified person has not been found to fill the vacancy. 


Book exhibits were arranged for various organizations and reading 
lists were prepared. In October the League of Women Voters of Natick 
cooperated with the Library in arranging a very attractive display at the 
Library for United Nations Week. Book reviews were given by two 
members of the staff to several church and P.T.A. groups as well as 
talks about the Library to several Girl Scout and Brownie troops. 


Library instruction was given to only part of the sophomore English 
classes this year because of a curtailed staff. However the necessary 
reference material was provided for the assignments of all the students. 
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The circulating collection of phonograph records is still popular. 
Because of staff shortage, it has not been possible to add any new records 
this year. Most of the present records are 78's. It is hoped that the 
collection can be considerably enlarged with the addition of 3314's 
during the next year. 


The Young People’s Library has been kept busy adding new books 
to meet its own needs as well as those of the Bookmobile. Story hour 
is held every ‘Tuesday afternoon after school for the younger children. 
This is an important function of the Young People’s Library as it pro- 
vides an opportunity to introduce to the children some of the classics 
of children’s literature. It also provides an incentive for the children 
to read some of these stories for themselves. It is a proven fact that the 
time to establish good reading habits is when the children are young, 
so that when they grow up they will be good adult readers. 


‘There has been an increase in the use of the reference facilities of 
the Young People’s Department and there is not enough table space to 
accommodate all the students. It would be desirable to rearrange the 
Young People’s Library to better advantage. ‘This could be done by 
building a charging desk in the work area and placing another table 
where the present desk is. “This desk has been used as a charging desk 
for many years and needs to be replaced., Such an arrangement would 
make for better efficiency.

THE DETAILED REPORTS BY THE TREASURER AND BY THE LIBRARIAN ARE 
submitted herewith. 


During the year 1953, the circulation of books by the Morse Inst1- 
tute attained a total of 195,760 and this circulation is the largest in the 
history of the Library. This increased use of the Library facilities is 
a source of great satisfaction to the ‘Trustees and it is noteworthy that 
this circulation has been accomplished despite the circumstance that _ 
the Library staff is too small to serve the present needs of the com- 
munity. It has not been’ possible to employ a trained Cataloguer for 
the salary appropriated for that position. 
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It may be of interest to note that library service at the Morse 
Institute was initiated eighty years ago, on January 1, 1874. 


The Trustees still have under consideration a recommendation 
relative to the purchase of an additional Bookmobile, but because of 
the attendant increased costs, a definite proposal in this regard will 
not be made for the year 1954. Plans are in process of development for 
certain changes in the interior of the main Library, particularly for 
the Young People’s Library, in order that the Library may operate 
with maximum efficiency and in order that the interior may be made 
more attractive. 


The sympathetic cooperation of the townspeople in all of the 
Library undertakings has been appreciated greatly by the ‘Trustees. 
The Trustees are very appreciative of the fine service rendered by the 
Librarian and by the Assistants upon the Library staff.

THE YEAR 1953 BROUGHT THE TOWN A SIZEABLE GAIN IN RECREATION 
areas and parks. 


In early spring, other than our general cleanup, we rebuilt Hunne- 
well Field in South Natick. ‘They now have a good ball field with two 
softball diamonds where there was originally one. On the corner of 
Pleasant and Glen Streets, we built a safe skating area, which was in 
great use during the skating season. 


Areas such as this and behind the Lincoln School, should be placed 
all around the different sections of ‘Town. 


A new raft was placed in the water at the South Natick bathing 
beach when it opened. Unfortunately we had to close this beach shortly 
thereafter because of contaminated water. 


At Memorial Beach, we had a full complement of trained life- 
guards. The swimming instruction classes were in great attendance, 
but due to the overload, we could not process them all. ‘The Recrea- 
tion Committee has consented to take over these duties for 1954 and 
we feel sure that with an increased budget, there will be better results. 


Memorial Field was in perfect condition for all events this year. At 
the State Track meet, which Natick won, we were complimented on the 
fine condition of the track. Also after the Natick-Framingham football 
game, we were told we had one of the best playing fields in the State. 
In spite of the bad weather, the Park crew did a masterful job. 


For 1954, we hope to give to the Town more safe skating areas in 
different sections of the ‘Town. In order to do this, and keep the cost 
of these projects down, we ask for the cooperation of all the people 
using these areas to preserve the areas and install some sort of localized 
supervision. We have a great amount of work replacing ice due to 
vandals who insist on throwing debris and rocks or just smashing the 
ice before it gets to proper thickness. We would also like to have parents 
caution their children on vandalism. ‘This year we spent considerable 
time and money repairing or replacing broken or stolen articles and 
damage to park and recreation areas. 


We urge the people of Natick to take part in the Recreation move- 
ment and take advantage of our play areas.

THE RECREATION COMMISSION HAS BEEN ABLE TO CARRY OUT IN 
part the program for this year outlined in the last annual report. The 
recreation area at the Bennett-Hemenway School has been equipped 
and made available. Also we have partly equipped an area at the Lilja 
School. This area was supervised the past summer and will be com- 
pletely equipped during the coming year. 


During the past summer thirteen play areas were supervised by 
Edward Casey of the junior high school faculty and twenty-five assist- 
ants. Miss Irene McCarthy was in charge of Dancing and Miss Jacqueline 
Durbin directed the Arts and Crafts program. It is planned to have an 
assistant designated in charge of boys’ handicraft for the coming season.

It is becoming increasingly evident that the acquisition or develop- 
ment of safe skating areas is of paramount importance. Open winters 
are becoming the thing to expect and with a decreasing number of “safe 
ice for skating’ days on the large ponds it becomes our duty to plan 
and make possible safe, shallow areas. By cooperation of parents and 
organizations of a school neighborhood with Town departments it is 
sometimes possible to facilitate the preparation of such an area. This 
was done at Johnson School through the efforts of the Parent-Teacher 
group with the cooperation of the Public Works Department. A similar 
area was provided in South Natick by the Park Department with the 
assistance of the South Natick Recreation Committee.

It is planned to build a combination tennis court, double basketball 
court and skating area at Whitney Field. This multi-purpose area will 
supply a need in a heavily populated area, one with the third largest 
use among our thirteen playgrounds during the past summer. This 
type of play area can be repeated, over a term of years, at each of our 
new elementary schools. 


Town Forest Playground is one of a few areas in Natick suitable 
for a picnic grounds. It is a beautiful spot of vast area but somewhat 
inaccessible, particularly for small children. An entrance from MacArthur 
Road would make this an ideal spot for Boy and Girl Scout Groups, 
C. Y. O. Groups, and school groups as well as adults when they wish to 
have an outing. Properly placed fireplaces, safeguarded from the possi- 
bility of a forest fire, with benches and tables will make this a more 
desirable spot. The above recommendation was made in the annual 
report of 1948 and again in 1949. Eventually, a building with toilet 
facilities and storage space should be obtained, possibly one of the 
houses on MacArthur Road adjacent to the present easement for drain- 
age held by the Town. 


Adequate development of the Brown School area for recreational 
purposes cannot be carried out until final school building plans are 
completed and additional land is made available. A multipurpose court 
would be most desirable in this section. 


In accordance with the vote on Article 30 of the Warrant of the 
Town Meeting for March 10, 1953 a full time superintendent of recrea- 
tion was selected from a host of candidates. Mr. John ‘T. Connors comes 
to us with a high recommendation from the National Recreation Asso- 
ciation and with a breadth of experience in public and private com- 
munity and recreation work. He appears fully equipped to carry out 
the policies of the Commission. However, good as his planning may 
be, the growth of adequate recreation services in Natick will be deter- 
mined by the cooperation of the Town government in making available 
the necessary funds to carry out these plans. 


The question has been asked — What are the duties of the Super- 
intendent of Recreation? What can he find to do all year long? Briefly, 
he is charged with planning for the out of school activities of all the 
young people of the Town and evening activities for certain groups of 
adults. This includes summer playgrounds, life saving and swimming 
instruction, social gatherings in the various school centers, supervision 
of skating areas, planning and supervising some types of outings and 
picnics, conducting hobby classes for adults, assisting with various 
athletic leagues for youth and adults, summer and winter. In short to 
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take up the slack during out of school or out of work periods. His most 
important time of work is afternoons, evenings and holiday periods. 
It is his job to develop a broad diversified program of recreation activi- 
ties and services to meet the needs and desires of the townspeople, and 
to supervise the carrying out of the program. 


It is now planned to extend the summer season to eight weeks of 
supervised play on thirteen playgrounds. The cooperation of parents 
is asked in extending the activities of youth and adults at the various 
centers. Managers, coaches, sponsors and chaperons are needed for the 
athletic programs for boys and girls and for socials. With a little coop- 
eration from the adults of each school center the weekly or monthly 
social, consisting of dancing and games with electric victrola, coke 
machine, etc. can be made attractive and young people will be content 
to remain in their own neighborhoods.

IN ORDER TO PROVIDE ADEQUATE HEALTH SERVICES FOR THE RAPIDLY GROW- 
ing population of Natick, a sanitarian and a second public health nurse 
have been added to the staff. The sanitarian’s duties include, sanitary 
surveys for sewage disposal facilities, restaurant inspection, investigation 
of nuisances, inspection of Nurseries and Homes, chemical and bacterio- 
logical examinations of water and milk. 


The second nurse has been needed for several years to relieve the 
one nurse who has carried the full burden since 1927. 


A new laboratory has been established and is in the process of being 
equipped for the chemical and bacteriological analysis of milk, water 
and eating utensils. In previous years these tests were carried out by 
agencies and laboratories under contract to this department. 


All communicable diseases are reportable and subject to our 
regulations. 


Daily morbidity reports are sent from the local health office to the 
State Department of Health and is an important function of public 
health departments. 


An analysis of our morbidity reports show the incidence of the 
more communicable diseases has been lower this year than in 1952. 
A total of three hundred cases were reported during the year. ‘Those 
reported in significant numbers were chicken pox with total of 418 
cases and scarlet fever with only 24 cases. Six cases of Poliomyelitis 
were reported, and of these, four were of the paralytic type. All expense 
for hospitalization and special treatments for these patients is borne 
by the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. New cases of tuber- 
culosis have decreased over the past year. 


Child hygiene services are, Well-Baby Clinics which are held 
weekly for ten months during the year, immunization clinics held each 
year and include infant and pre-school groups. Other special services 
are care of Premature Infants where there is medical indigency; licens- 
ing and inspection of Day Nurseries, inspection and approval of all 
Boarding Homes for infants. 


All bathing beaches including Dug Pond, Nonsuch Pond, Jennings 
Pond, and Lake Cochituate tested satisfactorily for swimming purposes 
throughout the summer months. The Charles River tested satisfactorily 
for swimming purposes throughout the summer months, but was unfit 
for same the last two weeks of the swimming season. 
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Our Mosquito Control program operated from April through 
September. With the addition of many new dwellings it is becoming 
more difficult for us to get at many of our water breeding areas.

Leonard Morse Hospital 


Trustees’ Report 


THE New FACILITIES OF THE LEONARD MorsE HOSPITAL BEGAN TO SERVE 
the growing needs of the community immediately following the dedica- 
tion of the Hospital addition on November 29, 1953. ‘The final accom- 
plishment of the building project represents the co-operative effort and 
good-will of many persons. 


On several occasions the ‘Trustees have expressed appreciation to 
all who have in various ways assisted in the building, equipping and 
furnishing of the New Wing. In justice to the intentions of the late 
Frances ‘I’. Blaney, the ‘Trustees are prompted again to publicly acknowl- 
edge the generous legacy in memory of Mr. and Mrs. Alexander T. 
Blaney. This particular gift, amounting to $67,000, is singular because 
it was designated “for building purposes.” As such, it became in reality, 
the nucleus of the building fund which financed the Hospital addition. 
Recent legacies are gratefully acknowledged by the Trustees from the 
[state of Grace C. Cupples and Estate of Naomi S. M. Crowell. ‘The 
necessary expenditures involved in the operation and maintenance of 
the Hospital are tremendous. ‘The most careful administrative plan- 
ning is a constant requirement, especially imperative to control the cost 
of Hospital services to the patients. ‘The Hospital payroll amounts to 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars per year, and operating expenses 
reach almost $110,000.00 yearly. ‘The Trustees, therefore, are particu- 
larly grateful to those who have contributed funds to supplement 
income, and also to those who have and who continue to be of assist- 
ance in many practical ways. 


The facilities of the Hospital now seem to be entirely adequate for 
the present and immediate future. Some difficulty, however, is pres- 
ently encountered in meeting the nursing requirements. ‘This situation 
causes real concern and obviously needs careful study for an acceptable 
solution. 


‘The Statistical Report indicates a general upward trend of patients. 
For the year 1953, births increased by 54, the total number of patients 
by 174, X-Ray examinations by 750, and the average daily number 
of patients was up by 1.1. It is a credit to the Hospital personnel 
and professional staff that this increase of activity was absorbed smoothly 
and effectively despite the many inconveniences associated with the 
building project. » 


It seems desirable, particularly for the information of our newer 
residents, to state that the Leonard Morse Hospital again has been

classified as “Approved” by the American College of Surgeons, and 
the Department of Health of the State of Massachusetts. Such approval 
justifies the confidence of all townspeople in our Hospital. 


With sincere regret, the ‘Trustees accepted the resignation of Mr. 
Robert P. Beach who since moving to Rhode Island, could not continue 
to serve on the Board of ‘Trustees. Mr. Ralph D. Harrington, 131 Cot- 
tage Street, Natick, was elected to fill the vacancy. The initiative and 
effectiveness of the Ladies’ Aid Association has been a source of en- 
couragement to the Trustees. ‘Their latest project, which will be known 
as the Coffee Shop, promises to fill a very practical requirement of 
modern living. 


The ‘Trustees wish to commend the Manager, the Professional Staff 
and the Hospital personnel for their fine co-operation in the interest 
of the Hospital. A sincere expression of appreciation is justly deserved 
by the town departments, town officials and the several organizations 
of townspeople, all of whom have been most helpful. 


In the latter part of 1952 a committee was formed to make an 
appeal for personal donations to establish a Furnishings: and Equip- 
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ment Fund for the New Wing.

Housing Authority 


Tue ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NATICK HousiING AUTHORITY, TOWN OF 
Natick, Massachusetts, for the calendar year 1953, 1s submitted here- 
with in accordance with Chapter 121 of the General Laws. 


General 


The original ‘Town Meeting vote authorizing veterans housing was 
based upon providing modern, low rent housing for Natick Veterans. 
The size of the project, 52 units, was arrived at by studies and recom- 
mendations made by the several local Veterans’ organizations. It appears 
evident that the number of units provided is commensurate with the 
need. As of December 31, 1953, there were eligible applications on 
hand for only five Natick veterans and the majority of these are from 
recently qualified Korean veterans. 


The Veterans Council of Natick met with the Authority in October, 
1953, to review the procedures for the selection of applicants for housing. 
No changes were recommended or made as the result of this review. 


The Authority is pleased to report that tenant upkeep and main- 
tenance continues to be generally good to excellent. In three years 
of operation there has been no loss in rental due to vacancies. The 
collection loss in this entire period has been $22.38. 


The State has recently enacted legislation toward providing housing 
for aged persons. ‘The Authority has referred this matter to the inter- 
ested Town Departments and to date no recommendations have been 
received which would indicate the local need for such housing.

At the Annual Meeting held April 7, 1953, election of officers 
was duly held and nominees unanimously elected as follows:

Yearly, 5% of the total shelter rent collected has been paid over 
to the Town of Natick “in lieu of taxes.” On the basis of recom- 
mendations made the State Housing Board has increased this payment 
to approximately 8% and this amount will be paid for the calendar 
year 1953, 

Summary 


The Natick Housing Authority expresses its appreciation to the 
several ‘Town Departments, to the Veterans Services Officer, and to 
the Veterans Organizations for their continued assistance and coopera- 
tion. The financial stability of the Project and its success in assisting 
eligible veterans to obtain modern, safe, and economical housing for 
themselves and their families is due in large part to the interest and 
help of these Departments and Organizations.

‘THE PLANNING BOARD HELD 18 MEETINGS, SEVEN ADVERTISED HEAR- 
ings on subdivisions, building code and zoning by-law changes during 
the past year. Seven conferences were held with other ‘Town departments. 


The Board this year, has approved the layout for acceptance in the 
Town Meeting of sub-standard width streets, which have existed and 
used for travel for many years. To widen these streets to present day 
standards would be practically impossible because of lot sizes and 
building setbacks. 


The building of housing continued on large subdivisions during 
the year. After Wethersfield “E” a subdivision of 133 lots, the Board 
believes that there will be no large scale subdivision in 1954. 


The building of the ‘Toll Road in the northern part of the ‘Town 
will undoubtedly attract new industry to Natick, as Route 128 has to 
Needham and Newton. 


A major commercial and industrial development program would 
be a vital factor in stabilizing the financial structure of our Town. 


Industry in seeking new locations, among other factors, requires 
spacious land areas, therefore if Natick is to attract new industrial devel- 
opment, it is practical and sound planning to have several tracts prop- 
erly located and zoned to meet this requirement. 


The development of the playground areas is again recommended. 
In Wethersfield “E” the Board has an agreement with the developer to 
provide an eight acre tract properly graded and drained at no cost to 
the ‘Town.

Board Af Public Welfare 


IN THE PAST SIXTEEN YEARS, 1937-1953, THERE HAS BEEN A GREAT SHIFT 
in the methods of caring for those persons in the community who do 
not have sufficient resources. ‘The responsibility for insuring a mini- 
mum standard of health and decency today is an acknowledged govern- 
mental responsibility; the Welfare Department is the focal point of 
this municipal activity. The word “welfare” embodies all of the shifting 
philosophy of the times. 


The Board of Public Welfare was formerly known as the “Over- 
seers of the Poor” and welfare payments were formerly “charity” or 
“poor relief.” Lists of the poor can no longer be published to shame 
persons into work. ‘The large numbers of unemployed in the thirties 
and the general belief that persons out of work are idle because of 
their own indolence, has disappeared. Today some groups are advocat- 
ing that the old age payments shall be called “Old Age Pensions” 
and shall be a right rather than a charity. 


The average citizen is not familiar with the functions of the 
Welfare Department because it is not visible in his everyday life. 
Welfare workers are not in uniform as are Trafic Cops and Firemen, 
and only contact a special segment of the people in the community. 
Partially because of this, and because there is a general dislike of 
such a subject, there is a lack of understanding of the function, and 
ordinary facts concerning it. Because of this invisibility, little or no 
fanfare has accompanied the increase in Welfare expenditures in the 
last sixteen years. One thing should be kept in mind, all programs 
are based on the principle of need; how much the client needs and 
what are his resources. | 


The number of separate categories of financial assistance, where 
the sole detriment is need, would seem to indicate a preference on the 
part of the public to set up programs of special segments of society, 
rather than to have a single agency issuing aid to all persons in need. 
Separate categories are Old Age Assistance, Disability Assistance, Aid 
to Dependent Children, and General Welfare. Old Age Assistance and 
General Welfare are aided under the “settlement Law,” while the other 
two categories have no settlement law attached to them. Legal settle- 
ment is a status created under Chapter 116 of the General Laws, which 
determines the responsibility, or lack of responsibility, of a community 
for an individual’s or a family’s support. In general, a person acquires 
a legal settlement by virtue of five years’ continual residence in a com- 
munity after reaching his twenty-first birthday, during which period 
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no public assistance is received by the individual. Persons enlisting 
in the armed forces during the time of war, automatically acquire a 
settlement in their own right. This is known as “Military settlement” 
and can only be lost by five years of continuous residence outside of 
the Commonwealth. 


Although welfare costs are high today, they are as low as they 
probably ever will be again. Any increase in unemployment, or reces- 
sion in business, would cause greatly increased payments under all 
categories. 


The State Department fixes the minimum standard budgets for 
families of various compositions. The application and additional infor- 
mation obtained by the local Board will indicate the amount of re- 
sources available to the family. This figure is subtracted from the State 
determination for a standard of living for a family of that size, with 
consideration of age differences, and the amount of aid needed, is the 
result. While actual operation is not as completely statistical as this, 
the point should be made that the determination of how much aid 
the family receives is largely a matter of State control. 


The Board of Public Welfare, through its Social Workers, must 
be constantly in touch with their cases; watching the changing situa- 
tion and seeing that all have every opportunity to become self-supporting, 
productive members of the community, wherever possible. Each of the 
men, women and children who received assistance last year was an 
individual with problems, disappointments and dreams; people with 
arthritis, heart disease, cancer, and loss of limbs; mothers with chil- 
dren who need help and guidance; children who want to leave school 
and go to work, and some who want to secure an education. 


Welfare Workers made many calls at each home; made every effort 
to keep families going and together; worked to help people help them- 
selves. ‘The first job was to try to find some way these people could 
get along without using public funds; get some kind of work or help 
from relatives. The Board helped in planning and budgeting; aided 
them with housing problems; purchased supports and braces, artificial 
eyes, diabetic supplies, eyeglasses and other appliances people had to 
have to regain their independence. 


How our children grow up depends basically upon their home 
life and the protection given their homes — not only by the Welfare 
Board but by the Police Department as well as the Fire and Health 
Departments. Returns on your investment of tax dollars in these pro- 
tective services can be realistically measured in terms of health, safety 
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and happiness of the community in which we live. Much could be 
said about the work done by a Welfare Board, from day to day, to 
ensure people’s security and happiness but space does not permit. 


The Board received, with regret, the resignation of Rev. John K. 
Montgomery, and Leo G. Richard was unanimously appointed to serve 
until the next annual election. 


To all those who, in any way, have helped us in our enormous 
job, we say “thanks,” especially the Clergy of the town; the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society; the Salvation Army; the Police Department, and the 
Probation Officers.

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Committee Reports 


HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


THe High ScHooL BUILDING COMMITTEE STARTED THE YEAR 1953 WITH 
many problems in the design of the new school which had to be revised 
to conform to the site. Additionally, the School Committee’s report 
indicated a much faster growth of the Town than was originally antici- 
pated. Therefore, it was the Building Committee’s opinion that it 
should concentrate with the architects in developing a school which 
would have more capacity than the original plan of 1200 pupils. 


‘The Committee was also confronted with a rising market on mate- 
rials and construction costs. After many revisions, plans were developed 
for a school for 1450 pupils, with a 1500 seating capacity auditorium 
and with proper flexibility of design to allow for future extensions 
should they be required. 


The plans were released for bids in mid-March of 1953. The bids 
received were considerably in excess of the budget allotment. Fortu- 
nately, sufficient alternates had been provided so that it was possible to 
award the contract to the low bidder at that time. It was found that 
this could be done without impairing the efficiency of the new school 
or reducing its capacity. The Committee elected to provide the Town 
with a school 20% larger than originally anticipated. However, in order 
to do this, it was necessary to eliminate certain work planned in con- 
nection with playfield and the Memorial Field house developments. 


The Committee feels that the Town was particularly fortunate in 
the awarding of the contract to one of the country’s largest general 
contractors, B. Perini & Sons, Inc. of Framingham. ‘That corporation 
also carried an excellent list of sub-contractors to whom _ respective 
contracts have been awarded. 


Construction work was started on May 18, 1953, and comparatively 
rapid progress has been made since that time. It is expected that the 
school will be ready for occupancy in September 1954 and that the added 
20% in capacity will be reached at a much earlier date than originally 
planned.

The Committee expects to receive all bids so that commitments 
for the completion of the school can be settled by the latter part of 
January 1954. 


The Committee believes that a separate appropriation should be 
made to further develop Memorial Field by building a combination 
bleachers and field house, the bleachers to be made of concrete form- 
ing the roof of the field house. The Committee also plans to request 
sufficient funds to develop the south portion of the campus for play- 
fields as originally contemplated. Sufficient public toilet facilities would 
be provided in the field house, as well as two team rooms. The proposed 
plan of construction is extremely simple and would provide seating 
capacity for approximately 800 with the other facilities so badly needed. 
The Committee will present its request at the Annual Town Meeting 
of 1954. If the ‘Town makes such an appropriation and State aid is 
obtained, this part of the project can be handled now at a much lower 
cost than if developed at a later date. 


The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the fine co-opera- 
tion of the many Town Departments, members of the School Depart- 
ment and School Committee, contractors, architects and engineers who 
have given so much of their time and assistance in the development 
of a school plant that no doubt will be one of the finest in the East. 
The Town of Natick will be equipped to offer the best in high school 
education.

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NEW HIGH SCHOOL HEATING PLANT AND INCINERATOR 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


THis COMMITTEE WAS COMPRISED OF THE HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COoM- 
mittee and the Public Works Department. 


‘The Committee made extensive studies of the waste disposal prob- 
lem, including rubbish and garbage. A printed report was submitted 
to the Selectmen in March of this year, and another to the Town Meeting 
on April 14. ‘These reports showed conclusively that if the Town could 
act immediately it would be economically sound to build a combination 
Incinerator-Heating Plant at a location near the new High School. 


The Annual Town Meeting rejected this plan. Since this decision 
was made by the ‘Vown, the High School Building Committee proceeded 
with its plant in the school. 


It is the firm opinion of the Committee that a town of the size of 
Natick should have a proper Incinerator Plant for rubbish disposal 
and that the garbage disposal problem should be handled as originally 
proposed. ‘he studies indicated that there was sufficient waste disposal 
to provide a very substantial amount of heat which could be converted 
to steam for use in ‘Town public buildings or sold for industrial purposes. 


Because of the urgent requirements of so many other appropria- 
tions, the Committee recommends that no further action be taken on 
this project during the year 1954, but it is recommended that the subject 
be reopened for further study in the near future. 


The Committee requests that it be discharged.

THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED BY THE MODERATOR IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
Article Number 7 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of 
March 10, 1953, hereby respectfully reports. 


The Committee herewith submits its findings and recommenda- 
tions with respect to the sewage disposal problem at Wellesley-at- 
Natick together with findings of the Natick Board of Health. 


In the year 1950 Wellesley-at-Natick was constructed and almost 
from the beginning of occupancy the developer was attempting to 
remedy some house sewage disposal problems. It was found in early 
1951 by the local health authorities that sewage was in a street drainage 
pipe that empties into a ditch on the north side of East Central Street 
directly opposite from the Wellesley-Natick area. ‘This resulted in 
a further study of the area and it was found that there was a significant 
increase in the bacteria count between the manhole at the foot of 
University Drive and at the end of the street drain further to the east. 
This indicated that one or more of the four houses on East Central 
Street located easterly of University Drive was adding to the pollution 
of the drain, 


Analyses have been obtained at this point and others along the 
street drainage system in both wet and dry weather. Each and every 
analyses indicated sewage pollution. 


The local Board of Health conducted an organized house to house 
survey during 1953 in the area. A consolidation of the findings of this 
Board is as follows:

Thus 28 out of 90 homes have had sewage disposal trouble at one 
time or other. ‘This figure however does not represent the total number 
of homes actually contributing to the difficulty in the area. Many homes 
which are not aware of trouble are having their sewage carried away 
by the storm drainage system, or is carried away downhill from the 
property along the existing ledge in the area to the low sides. 


These facts of course prove that there is a public health menace 
in the area that must be removed. Overflowing cesspools, or septic 
tanks, or earth saturated with sewage constitutes a health nuisance. 


A health nuisance can be defined as any item that is offensive to 
the senses, is dangerous to life, or any item that renders soil, air, 
water, or food unwholesome or impure. Human wastes, liquid or other- 
wise, are putrescible substances which create nuisances such as disagree- 
able odors and the promulation of a large fly population. 


No disease can be incurred by living adjacent to overflowing 
sewage, however, sewage is potentially dangerous because it can be a 
reservoir of pathogenic bacteria and protozoa which can be transported 
into homes by pets and insects such as flies. Diseases normally spread 
in this manner are typhoid fever, paratyphoid fever, bacillary dysentery 
and amoebic dysentery. 


In many cases corrective measures have been taken to correct the 
improper functioning facilities. ‘The majority worked upon, however, 
have not been corrected. ‘The Committee concludes that any such 
corrective measures are only a waste of money and that no matter 
what is done the chronic problem will remain because of the texture 
of the soil and the high content of ledge in the area. 


In November of 1953 the Committee forwarded a questionnaire 
to each home owner in the Wellesley-at-Natick Development. A total 
of 91 questionnaires were forwarded and 64 were returned properly 
answered. It must be assumed that the remaining 27 have no interest 
in the matter one way or another. 

For the purpose of consolidation the questions asked in the ques- 
tionnaire are listed below with the number of answers received noted 
in their proper space. 
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1. Are you at present having difficulty with your present sewage 


facilities? 
Answers ese ii 
No 57 
2. Have you had previous difficulty with your sewage facilities? 
Answers Wesel6 
No 48 


3. Are you in favor of having the ‘Town Sewer System extended 
in your area? 
Answers Wese24 
No 40 


4. Would you connect to the ‘Town Sewer System if it is extended 
into your area at some future date? 
Answers Yes 33 
No 31 


The results of this survey disclose that the majority of the resident 
home owners in the area would connect to the Town Sewer System 
when and if it is installed. 


It must also be noted that there are more answers in the afhrma- 
tive on Question Number 4 than on Question Number 3. 


In most cases notations were made on the returned questionnaires 
to the Committee by those not in favor of the town Sewer System and 
those who state they do not desire to connect to the System if made 
available because they are currently having no trouble and object to 
the cost which will be assessed to them. | 


Your Committee strongly recommends that the ‘Town Sewer System 
be extended into the Wellesley-at-Natick Development and on East 
Central Street easterly from Manchester Place since the Committee has 
reached the definite conclusion that the sewage disposal problem now 
existing in the area is presently a health nuisance, and potentially a 
health menace. 


In order to completely remove this health menace and furnish 
sewer service for all homes in the area the estimated cost is $145,000.00.

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JENNINGS POND STUDY COMMITTEE 


‘THE SCOPE OF THIS REPORT AS DEFINED IN THE [OWN CLERK’S LETTER 
of notification to this Committee was “to study and report on the 
status and improvements of Jennings Pond and a similar area.’ The 
original petition signed by numerous persons in East Natick to the 
Board of Selectmen refers to two specific conditions which these persons 
want remedied; namely, the dumping of rubbish near the Oak Street 


culvert, and secondly, the restoration of Jennings Pond to its former 
status. 


The Committee has prepared its report within the general scope, 
described above with specific emphasis on the problems described by 
the residents of the area. 


The Committee has held five official meetings, has examined the 
files of previous investigations made of this area, and has examined 
conditions as they actually exist on the site as a basis for its report. 


The Committee did not observe any rubbish along the edges of 
Oak Street during its investigation, but does not doubt that rubbish 
is thrown there at times. 


The drainage area tributary to Jennings Pond consists in general 
of the extensive swamp area north of the Worcester ‘Turnpike, known 
fas the Sunkaway, and other smaller swamps draining into the Sunkaway. 
Swamp lands comprise some 200 acres of the 2.2 square mile drainage 
area of Jennings Pond. ‘The brook draining the Sunkaway flows through 
a culvert under the Worcester Turnpike, then through the ‘Town Forest | 
into Little Jennings Pond (west of Oak Street) and into Jennings Pond 
by means of a culvert under Oak Street. The water level in Jennings 
Pond is maintained by a dam. 


The amount of water flowing through Jennings Pond depends 
entirely upon rainfall in any given year, and in no way is it possible 
to increase or “restore”’ this flow as requested by the petitioners. Develop- 
ment of Oakdale, Wethersfield, and Stratford have changed the natural 
contours somewhat, but the natural drainage area has never been changed 
basically. 


A claim is made by the petitioners that the flow of water was 
influenced in some manner by the construction of the Worcester ‘Turn- 
pike. Investigation of this culvert in relation to other pertinent grades 
shows that this culvert is not a factor in the overall problem. ‘The State 
Highway Department maintains this culvert in a reasonably clean 
condition. | 
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The Oak Street culvert was originally set somewhat higher in eleva- 
tion than it should have been for most efficient usage, since its invert 
elevation is only about 7” lower than the crest of the dam. ‘Thus only 
the lower 7” of this 48” pipe is normally submerged. This has no 
effect at low water, but is a slight bottleneck at high water, causing 
some back up of water above Oak Street. ‘This is temporary, during 
high flow. If the upstream end of this culvert is kept clear by the 
Public Works Department, this culvert will cause no trouble. 


Jennings Pond is a dark-colored pond, the coves of which generally 
are supporting considerable aquatic growth, No stagnant odors were 
apparent during the Committee’s examinations. There is no bubbling 
or other evidence of organic decomposition on the bottom. The Com- 
mittee does not feel that the Pond itself is a health nuisance. 


The brook is not an absolutely unimpeded stream, since it is par- 
tially clogged with growth, and somewhat silted. This partial clogging 
is not serious at the moment. 


Except for the portion of the brook passing through the Town 
Forest, the brook is on private property. Jennings Pond itself is owned 
by the abuttors. 


‘The Committee became aware from the beginning that the Jen- 
nings Pond problem is only a portion of a much greater overall problem 
involving the Sunkaway and its now very heavily populated peripheral 
area. The problem is the elimination of the mosquito nuisance from 
the Sunkaway. This problem is not a new one to Town Officials and 
has been reported on previously. ‘he previous reports either recommend 
the outright removal or the lowering of the Jennings Pond Dam to 
accomplish this swamp drainage. 


It is the Committee’s opinion that the interests of the proponents 
of a swamp drainage program run counter to the interests of those who 
desire to improve Jennings Pond, since any swamp drainage measures 
undertaken would either lower the Pond or remove it entirely. ‘The 
Committee feels that neither of these actions constitute “improving the 
Pond” within the meaning of this Study. 


This Committee sees no way to accomplish both mosquito control 
and Pond improvement, and is of the opinion that the relative impor- 
tance of each to the ‘Town must be on a judged basis before embarking 
on a program to do either. The Committee feels that such a study 
would logically come within the province of the Long Range Planning 
Committee. 
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In the interim the Committee recommends that the following 
measures be taken: 


A. Rubbish Nuisance 


The Committee recommends that “Dump No Rubbish’ signs 
be posted on both sides of Oak Street near the culvert. 


B. Improvement of Flow 


The Committee recommends that the present practice of the 
Department of Public Works in maintaining the Oak Street Culvert be 
continued, and that the Department of Public Works keep the channel 
of the brook in the Town Forest free from obstructions. 


C. Work on Private Property 


The Committee recommends that no major dredging or clean- 
ing program be undertaken by the Town, as stated above. 


The Committee does recommend that a yearly inspection program 
be undertaken by the Department of Public Works of the remainder 
of the brook by means of a boat, and that fallen brush and other clogged 
areas be cleared up, wherever found. 


‘The Committee has reported on the “‘status and possible improve- 
ment of Jennings Pond” and requests to be discharged.

The Committee refers to its 1952 report and recommends that the 
program therein be continued. 


Every effort was made without results, to obtain Federal financial 
assistance in constructing the new Felchville Fire Station. “The Com- 
mittee believes it most urgent to build this station this year. 


The addition to the Central Fire Station as recommended is well 
under way and should be occupied very shortly. 
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The personnel program still remains incomplete and should be 
corrected progressively as recommended. ‘There were five additional 
men appointed in 1953. Five more should be added each year until a 
full complement has been obtained. 


An Article was inserted in the Annual Town Warrant to procure 
land in the East Natick area and with the acquisition of this land, sta- 
tions may be built to give adequate fire protection to the entire ‘Town. 


‘The Committee believes the survey for which they were appointed 
has been completed and desires to be discharged.

COMMITTEE TO STUDY WATER SUPPLY FLUORIDATION 


‘THE REPORT OF THIS COMMITTEE IS SUBMITTED IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
the vote under Article 10 at a special ‘Town Meeting held July 14, 1953. 
The advisability of the fluoridation of municipal water supplies has 
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developed in the last two or three years into an extremely controversial 
subject. It appears to us that the majority of scientific opinion is 
strongly in favor of this procedure. Some years ago it was discovered 
that communities having water supplies containing one part per million 
of natural fluorine up to several times this amount had far fewer cases 
of tooth decay than those communities where the fluorine content of 
the water was substantially less than 1 ppm. The question then arose 
that, if natural fluoridation had a beneficial effect on the general health 
of teeth, why not add artificial fluorides to any water supply to bring 
the fluorine content up to a total of 1 ppm? Obviously if such treatment 
of the water supplies cut the incidence of dental caries by as much as 
50%, then the addition of fluorine to the water had enormous possibili- 
ties for reducing the prevalence and extent of dental decay, 


‘There are no claims made that fluorine is a treatment for tooth 
decay. ‘he claim is that it is a preventive and is effective only in chil- 
dren up to the age of perhaps twelve, while teeth are in formative stages, 
although these benefits appear to persist into adult life. The figure we 
have given of 1 ppm. isthe ideal overall concentration advocated by 
those in favor of this measure. Virtually all water supplies contain some 
fluorine, and it is planned to add only sufficient artificial fluorides to 
bring the total concentration up to 1 ppm. Natural fluorine concentra- 
tions in excess of this amount have produced a so-called mottling of 
teeth which is socially undesirable but physically harmless. ‘Che pro- 
ponents of the plan perceive no such developments with the lesser con- 
centration method. 


Fluorine is basically a poison, but is generally agreed to by only 
toxic in concentrations of approximately 100 times the 1 ppm. We believe 
the mere fact that fluorine is a poison should not be given serious consid- 
eration since we consume many basically poisonous substances which in 
minor concentrations are beneficial. 


So far as is known to date fluorine has no other bodily value and 
there is no proof that the human system cannot get along without any 
fluorine intake whatever. We believe that the question of fluorine in 
drinking water is primarily a scientific one, although there are social 
and moral factors which we will mention further on in this report. 
From the scientific standpoint the program of fluoridating water supplies 
is formally endorsed by the American Dental Association, the American 
Public Health Association, the National Research Council, the United 
States Public Health Service, the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health, and the American Medical Association. 
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Exhaustive studies of results of artificial fluoridation are being 
carried on today and have been for periods up to seven years, particularly 
in Newburgh, New York; Grand Rapids, Michigan; Sheboygan, Wis- 
consin; and in Canada. ‘The proponents of this measure feel that the 
result of the research to date is a sufficient basis for deciding in favor 
of it. They say that the benefits of fluoridation under this method are 
available to all the inhabitants of a community regardless of economic 
Status, that this method is very much less expensive and about twice as 
effective as direct application of fluoride compounds to the teeth. Also 
the physical limitations of the dentistry profession would make it com- 
pletely impossible to achieve anywhere near the same results with topical 
application as with fluorine in the drinking water. It is our belief that 
scientific opinion either pro or con is both sincere and competent and 
should be kept in mind in arriving at a decision. 


Although most scientists within whose fields this matter lies are 
in favor of embarking on a general program of fluoride addition to 
drinking water, the doubting minority has the opinion that great bene- 
fits may truly come through this program, but they are not as yet con- 
vinced that there has been a sufficiently lengthy clinical study of possible 
other effects on the human system. They do not claim necessarily that 
any adverse effects are a certainty, but neither are they convinced that 
they may not be a possibility. 


Although the addition of fluorides to our drinking water may be 
little different in theory from the adding of vitamins to bread and 
iodine to salt, nevertheless the individual has a choice as to whether 
or not he wishes to consume these particular ingredients. In the fluori- 
dation of water he has no such choice because the entire water supply 
must be so treated. Therefore, say the more conservative, it is only 
common sense to demand that the evidence in favor of fluoridation be 
nearly 100% perfect before its adoption. ‘They believe that further 
study is imperative to make virtually certain that no harmful effects 
from the intake of fluorine are observable in people with disorders of 
the heart, kidneys, or other parts of the body. ‘There is also some 
evidence that, when cavities do occur in the teeth of people drinking 
fluoridated water, these cavities are severe in character and difficult 
to treat. 


On the moral side of the question, the First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist in Boston, through Mr. James L. Heggie, Assistant to the Manager, 
Committees on Publication, advises us that “Christian Scientists are not 
fearful of the alleged deleterious effects of fluoridation. Our opposition 
is on another level. Like all freedom-loving Americans, we are against 
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State medicine. Study of the arguments used by the proponents and 
opponents of fluoridation has convinced us that this water supply pro- 
gram constitutes mass medication and, therefore, we are opposed to it.” 


This Committee has heard that there was possible opposition to 
the program by the Roman Catholic Church. In response to our inquiry 
the Very Rev. Msgr. Francis J. Lally wrote us from “The Pilot” as 
follows: “I thought you would like to know that the question of fluori- 
dation is not a moral question, as we see it, and it should be decided 
by those within whose competence this subject lies.” 


A term which has raised great controversy is “mass medication”. 
This has somehow been interpreted by many as a_ phrase implying 
something devious and unwholesome. ‘Mass medication” is subject to 
various interpretations. Many proponents of fluoridation prefer to refer 
to it as a “preventive procedure’, or a “public health measure’. Others 
feel that “mass medication” accurately describes the fluoridation process. 
We do not feel it necessary to enter this argument since we consider it 
basically unimportant. We feel that medication is either good or bad 
whether applied to an individual or any group of individuals and should 
be judged on this basis and no other. 


Certain other objections have been raised by opponents of the 
plan who would seem to be either uninformed, unreasoning, or irrespon- 
sible. ‘These objections do not warrant serious discussion, but we feel 
it is unfortunate they have been made since in our opinion they tend to 
obscure and damage the merits there may be in the opposition cause. 


The House Committee to Investigate the Use of Chemicals in Foods 
and Cosmetics, Hon. James J. Delaney, Chairman, held hearings in 
Washington from January to March, 1952, and the unanimous opinion 
of that Committee was that “a sufficient number of unanswered questions 
concerning the safety of the fluoridation process exists to warrant a 
conservative attitude.” 


A Massachusetts Legislative Commission has recently been holding 
hearings in this matter and it was recently reported in the press that 
the Commission voted 6-3 “ ‘that no action be taken by the Legislature 
to interfere with any program for the fluoridation of any public water 
supply system in the state which is now in progress’. ‘The majority that 
recommended that the state should not interfere with the right of any 
municipality to start a fluoridation program if its residents desired one”’. 


Sixteen communities in Massachusetts are now reported to be adding 
fluorides to their water supplhes. Five more have approved but are not 
yet operative, and upwards of ten have rejected the proposal. ‘The water 
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supplies in Massachusetts all contain some natural fluorides but usually 
in very small concentrations. The present content of the Natick water 
supply is .10 of the ideal amount visualized for tooth decay prevention. 


The method of adding fluoride compounds to the public water 
system is not particularly complicated and the cost is moderate. The 
water supply of Natick is obtained from two well sources, one a dug 
well in which are installed two 1.5 MGD vertical turbine pumps, and 
the other a gravel packed well with one 1.5 MGD vertical turbine pump. 


The Committee contacted one of the leading manufacturers of 
chemical feed equipment, who recommended a dry chemical feeder for 
each pumping station. The dry chemical is manually dumped into a 
hopper from which it is mechanically fed to a solution mixing tank, 
from which it flows by gravity into the well, the point of application 
being adjacent to the pump bowls. 


The price of each installation would be approximately $1200, or 
a total of $2400 for the two. The chemical cost per MG would be $1.05 
based on using 14 pounds of sodium silica fluoride per MG, at a cost 
of 7c per pound. The 1952 water consumption was approximately 
700 MG or 1.9 MGD. Based on a usage of 800 MG per year, the yearly 
cost would be $840. 


Based on an assumed population of 23,000 persons, the per capita 
cost is 3.7 cents per year. Based on an estimated population of 4,600 
children under age 10, the per child cost is 18.3 cents per year. 


‘The test for fluorides, as recommended by the State Department 
of Public Health, is simple and takes only five minutes. The test is a 
colorimetric one; that is, reagents are added to a test tube of sample, and 
the resulting color is compared to standard test tubes, or for $84 a disc- 
type color comparator may be purchased. 


We hope that we have presented sufficient information for the 
voter to make up his mind one way or the other on this question if it 
is brought to a vote of the Town. We do not feel, however, that we as 
a Committee should make a definite recommendation to the townspeople. 
We believe that any lay Committee such as ours has insufficient scientific 
knowledge of its own to make an out-and-out recommendation in favor 
of it. Furthermore, we think that a vote of approval of a measure such 
as this should be about three or four to one. Without trying to be politi- 
cal forecasters, we doubt if such a vote is probable at present. In view 
of our opinion we should be very disturbed to have this question brought 
to a vote which might possibly be adverse. We feel strongly that no 
action is justified at this time that might jeopardize the rapid adoption 
of this plan at a future date when certain doubts may be further clarified. 
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We are very appreciative of the courteous and helpful replies in 
response to our inquiries from the Very Rev. Msgr Francis J. Lally and 
Mr. James L. Heggie. We further wish to express our thanks to the 
many people whose assistance has been extremely valuable, particularly 
to Professor John M. Buchanan, Head of Division of Biochemistry, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology; Dr. James H. Shaw, Assistant 
Professor of Dental Medicine, Harvard School of Dental Medicine; 
Dr. Frederick Stare, Professor of Nutrition in the School of Public 
Health, Harvard University; and Dr. V. O. Hurme, Forsyth Dental 
Infirmary for Children.

‘Iwo 
units, the Fire and the Police were immediately despatched to the 
stricken areas for duty. The Fire Department, under Deputy Director, 
Chief Lyman G. Brown assisted at the Fayville section of Southborough 
and also at Westborough. The Police and the Auxiliary Police under 
the direction of William F. Wells assisted in rerouting traffic and also 
did patrol duty in Grafton and Shrewsbury. ‘The Medical Staff reported 
to the hospitals in the area ready for duty. The Public Works assisted 
with heavy equipment in the clearing of the highways of trees and debris. 
Natick was very fortunate in being able to assist in this undertaking, 
I believe that it proves to the Townspeople that the Civil Defense Agency 
is needed not just during war time but for all time for such emergencies. 


There were two tests held this year, one on a local level and the 
other on the regional basis. The Region III test was held in the early 
part of the year, using the area near Shopper’s World as a Mutual Aid 
Center. Each town that participated in the test sent equipment to this 
area. The test was declared most successful by State and Regional officers. 


The Civil Defense Agency has been fortunate in having as Chief of 
the Medical Staff, Dr. Arthur E. Taddeo, who replaces Dr. Sawyer Foster 
who resigned during the year. 


The Rescue operations were placed in charge of Chief Lyman G. 
Brown of the Fire Department. This move was prompted by the fact 
that the Fire Apparatus carries the necessary equipment for rescue work. 


The Town has purchased Rescue equipment which will be located 
at the Central Fire Station. This purchase was made under the “Match- 
ing Funds” program where the Federal Government pays half the cost 
of the equipment. The ‘Town has also received two complete First Aid 
Units, one of which is stored in the Central Fire Station and the other 
at the South Natick Station. These units were received without cost to 
the ‘Town. 


Members of the Staff have attended lectures and tests throughout 
the year. The Director attended the Staff School and ‘Thomas Morris 
of the Fire Department attended the Rescue School at the Civil Defense 
College at Olney, Maryland. 


I wish to thank all that have given of their time and effort to make 
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the Civil Defense program a success; also the general public for their 
splendid cooperation.

SPEEN STREET BRIDGE COMMITTEE 


SINCE THE LAST REPORT ON THIS SUBJECT (PAGE 82, NATICK 1951 Town 
Report) Mr. Andrew B. Goodspeed has resigned from the Committee 
and has been replaced by Mr. Martin G. Roland. 


During the last year and a half your Committee has had many 
conferences with State, County, local and Railroad officials. As a result 
thereof the matter has crystallized to a point whereby the Bridge will 
be built — construction expected to commence in April of 1954. Though 
not a final figure the cost of the Bridge is expected to be $114,000. 


Though the Commonwealth would not be required to assist 
financially in the undertaking your Committee’s effort has neverthe- 
less resulted in a commitment by the State to take a substantial part 
of the cost under Chapter 90 work. 


At this date, though not final, it appears that total cost will be 
borne as follows: $14,000 by the Railroad, one-half the balance by 
the Commonwealth, one-quarter of balance by the County, and one- 
quarter of balance by the Town. State, County, and Town funds have 
already been earmarked for this project.

TOWN MANAGER STUDY COMMITTEE 


THE TOWN MANAGER STUDY COMMITTEE, PROVIDED FOR UNDER ARTICLE 47 
of the Warrant of the Town Meeting of March 1952, has continued 
throughout 1953 the study which it began late in 1952. 


In the 1952 Annual Town Report, this Committee outlined the 
plan of action which it intended to follow. Several of the elements of 
that plan of action have been undertaken. The remainder will be 
studied when it is expedient to do so. 


Research has continued, both by the Committee as a whole, and by 
the individual members. Much valuable material has been collected 
and studied, but much more work in this regard is necessary. 
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A number of Town Managers have been interviewed at meetings 
open to the public. The Committee has been able to gather, in this 
way, information about the practical operation of town manager plans 
which would be unobtainable in any other way. These open interviews 
will continue. 


It has appeared to the Committee that there are three important 
aspects of the problem of a town manager plan for Natick: 


1. Is the town manager plan, in itself, a workable and efficient 
form of town administration? Has it provided improved munici- 
pal services at decreased cost to the taxpayer in the communities 
where it has been instituted? 


2. Is the town manager plan desirable for Natick? Do we have 
“trouble areas” in our town administration which ought to be 
eliminated? Can a town manager plan effect any improvement 
in these “trouble areas’’? 


3. If the answers to the above questions are in the afhrmative, 
what kind of town manager plan is the best for Natick? 


The question is a complex one. Much work needs to be done yet 
before these questions can be answered. The Committee therefore re- 
quests that it be continued until a report can be made to the Town on 
the advisability of instituting a town manager form of administration 
for Natick. (In the meantime, the Committee welcomes the coopera- 
tion of interested citizens.) !

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NATICK INDUSTRIAL COUNCIL 


THe Natick INDUSTRIAL COUNCIL WAS FORMED BY A VOTE AT THE 
last Town Meeting, and the personnel were appointed by the ‘Town 


Moderator. 


The first few meetings were held to determine its policy and 


method of functioning. 


The function of the Council is to assist in the orderly development 
of the industrial and business areas of Natick. All available sites will 
be studied, present owners tabulated, and information coordinated 
relative to public utilities in the Town — water, sewerage, natural gas, 


telephone and telegraph, and rail and truck transportation. 


The Council will cooperate with the realtors and assist the Plan- 
ning Board in any re-zoning requirements should they be necessary. 
The Summer program called for assembling all possible data to pub- 
lish a well-designed brochure on the industrial qualifications of the 
Town. Meetings were held throughout the Summer and Fall by the 
sub-committees as well as the main Council so that ample and interest- 


ing material would be available for general distribution. 


At the end of this year, the brochure material was nearly com- 
pleted, and it is expected that it will be ready for Council approval 
within the next 6 weeks. It will then be published and be available 
for advertising and mailing to selective groups of industrial prospects. 
Additionally, a simple short brochure is being developed for mass 
mailing and distribution through realtors. This will also be of great 


assistance to the financial houses handling the sale of Natick bonds. 


The Council’s greatest value to the Town is that one group incor- 
porates the heads of all major departments and that there is complete 
understanding and cooperation between the various departments. This 
greatly assists in settling the many questions arising in connection with 


the possible sale of industrial property within the ‘Town limits, 
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It is believed that in 1954 very tangible results will be shown in 
the actual development of sales of industrial property to the benefit of 
the ‘Town in the substantial increase in industrial property taxes to 
be realized. 


The Council believes that it should definitely be continued and 
that proper funds should be allocated for its use.

THE LoNG RANGE PLANNING COMMITTEE MET SIXTEEN TIMES WITHIN 
the past year including special and regularly scheduled meetings. The 
year has seen a considerable amount of progress in the work of the 
Committee and its surveys and reports have been of inestimable value 
in meeting the problems attendant upon Natick’s growth. The Long 
Range Planning Committee pre-school census report was welcomed by 
the Town as the first truly tangible evidence of planning for the intelli- 
gent growth of our school system. ‘The Committee also initated and 
sponsored in conjunction with the Planning Board a series of zoning 
articles intended to alleviate some of our problems. It is noteworthy 
that the Town, since the rezoning, has experienced an increase in the 
assessed value of new residences and consequently shall gain additional 
and needed revenue for its increased budget and expenditures. 


As a result of the Long Range Planning Committee’s efforts, Natick 
has been accepted as a member of the Greater Boston Area Council 
and will thereby reap the benefits of regional planning and_profes- 
sional survey by the Council. 


Three new surveys are now substantially completed by the Com- 
mittee and will be made available to the public in the near future. 
They deal with a population forecast for the ‘Town of Natick, the effect 
of birth rates, immigration and new buildings upon our budget, and 
an estimate of our tax picture for the next ten years. These surveys 
together with the continuation of the pre-school census should afford 
the Town and its official bodies with enough factual material for intelli- 
gent planning in all departments.

Financial Section 


REPORT OF TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


Presented herewith is the annual report of the Accounting Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


All bills and payrolls presented during the year by the ‘Town De- 
partments have been checked both for their accuracy and legal require- 
ments before being submitted for payment. These payments amounted 
to $4,500,953.40 in 1953 and were 278 thousand greater than the ex- 
penditures of 1952. 


Receipts and Treasurer’s Cash: 


The Treasurer’s cash has been audited and found to be in order. 
The total receipts during 1953 were $5,014,720.67 which were 232 
thousand greater than in 1952. ‘The Cash Balance on December 31, 
1953 of $2,193,823.63 is 513 thousand larger than the balance on hand 
at the end of 1952. 


Unexpended Appropriation Balances: 


Notice of appropriation condition was given monthly, on State 
approved forms, to all ‘Town officers, committees and boards charged 
with the expenditure of Town funds. The departments checked these 
appropriation balances constantly with the accounting office and, as a 
result, there were no Unpaid Bills and there were no overdrafts of any 
departmental appropriation. 


Again this year, and for the thirteenth consecutive year the depart- 
ments, collectively, have turned back substantial unexpended balances 
from their operating budgetary appropriations. During the past thir- 
teen years the total so returned, exclusive of Water and Sewer, has 
amounted to more than 426 thousand dollars or a yearly average of better 
than 32 thousand dollars. “The unexpended revenue appropriation bal- 
ances returned to the Revenue Account in 1953 amounted to $50,932.97 
which, while less than that of 1952, was considerably larger than the 
yearly average. ‘These unexpended appropriations are a major factor in 
the creation of so-called “Free Cash” available for appropriation at 
future ‘Town Meetings. 

A total of $1,083,285.26 in unexpended special appropriation §bal- 
ances were brought forward from 1952. “The amount of these balances 


forwarded to 1954 is $1,653,200.09 of which $1,452,469.32 is. in Non- 
Revenue (Loan Balance) Appropriations. 
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Excess Estimated Receipts: 

Notice was given to the Assessors, as required by law, of the total 
1953 receipts (except those from taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants 
and revolving funds) and the source of such receipts was specified. The 
actual collections in this group of receipts was $100,167.67 larger than 
estimates used by the Assessors in the determination of the 1953 ‘Tax 
Rate. ‘This excess was due primarily to a larger distribution of State 
Income Tax, a much higher Motor Vehicle Excise collection, proceeds 
from the investment by the Treasurer of the New Senior High School 
Borrowed Funds in United States Treasury Bills, and larger collections 
of Special Assessments. The excess in 1953 collections is the third largest 
in the past 15 years. 


Motor Vehicle Excise: | 

During the year 1953 a total of $236,536.98 was committed by the 
Assessors to the Tax Collector for Motor Vehicle Excise of which 
$10,184.72 represented the final three commitments for the year 1952. 
The Motor Vehicle Excise commitments of 1953 were 43 thousand dol- 
lars greater than those for 1952. These collections in 1953 amounted to 
$218,701 which is 40 thousand larger than the prior year and the highest 
collection during the 25 years since the inception of the Motor Vehicle 
Excise:in 1929: 


The net collections of Motor Vehicles Excise (total collections less 
cash refunds) was $206,035.29 which was 35 thousand dollars in excess 
of the estimate used in the Tax Rate determination for 1953. ‘These 
collections are now nearly four times greater than those of only six years 
ago and presently producing revenue to the ‘Town in an amount double 
that of the Personal Property Tax. 


Special Assessments: 

Special Assessments were most. active during the year 1953 with a 
total of $338,364.15 being committed for Sewer, Street and Sidewalk 
Betterments for work completed this year by the Public Works Depart- 
ment. The total collections in 1953 for these items amounted to 
$36,960.50 compared to only $8,579.87 in 1952 and were 28 thousand 
higher than the estimate used in the 1953 Tax Rate. 


For the first time in a great many years we had Sewer Assessments 
and a total of $309,065.03 was committed in 1953 (included in the total 
committments) as Unapportioned of which $14,796.15 was collected prior 
to any apportionment. Approximately 290 thousand dollars of these 
assessments will be apportioned over a ten year period and on’an average 
will provide 29 thousand dollars in revenue each year, plus interest, 
for ten years. ae 
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Other Receipts: 


State Reimbursement for Veterans Benefits, State Aid Reimburse- 
ment for School Construction, District Court Fines and State Meal ‘Tax 
receipts were all in excess of the 1953 estimates. 


Welfare (other than Federal Grants) reimbursements were about 
17 thousand dollars less than last year. Building permit fees collected 
in 1953 showed a decrease of 1453 dollars from 1952 receipts. 


The ‘Town received two payments from the Federal Government 
totalling $197,763.02 toward the Federal Grant of $250,000 for the con- 
struction of an addition to the Leonard Morse Hospital. 


Parking Meter collections were only a few hundred dollars less 
than last year; School Athletics receipts increased from $5,951 in 1952 
to $16,660 in 1953; School Lunch receipts were about 7 thousand dollars 
higher than last year as they mounted to over 48 thousand dollars 
this year. 


Sewer Rental collections increased 33 percent from 45 thousand in 
1952 to 60 thousand in 1953. Water Rates collections increased 20 per- 
cent from $119,980 in 1952 to $143,502 in 1953. 


Departmental Estimates for 1954: 


After the close of the financial year statements were compiled in 
tabulated form showing amounts appropriated and amounts expended 
from each 1953 so-called budget appropriation together with the depart- 
mental estimates for the year 1954 and copies were forwarded to the 
Finance Committee. The departmental requests for 1954 total $3,042,- 
869.09 and are 522 thousand dollars higher than the sums voted for 
these purposes in 1953. 


Maturing Debt with Interest Falling Due represents 113 thousand 
of this increase, the School budget represents 314 thousand and all other 
departments collectively represent 95 thousand of the increase in the 
total budget requests for 1954. ‘The Welfare, Moth and Sanitation De- 
partment estimates for 1954 are the same as or slightly less than 1953. 


Indebtedness: 


The Funded Indebtedness of the ‘Town as of December 31, 1953 is 
$4,532,900 which is an increase of $1,389,850 over December 31, 1952. 
Loans Authorized but Unissued as of December 31, 1953 total $1,580,000 
against 3 million dollars as of December 31, 1952. During the year 1953 
a total of $203,000 loan authorizations were voted; $1,623,000 loans were 
issued; $233,150 of maturing debts were paid. 
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Free Cash: 

As of December 31, 1953 the available “Free Cash” for 1954 usage 
in the amount of $225,339.84 (in size second only to that of a year ago) 
has been certified on January 15th by the Director of Accounts on the 
basis of the Town Accountant’s Balance Sheet submitted to him on 
January 12th. 

The Free Cash certified for 1953 usage was $312,252.83 (the largest 
in over 25 years) from which $241,374.95 was voted at various 1953 ‘Town 
Meetings and 72 thousand of the sums so voted was used to reduce the 
Tax Levy of 1953. ‘The latter vote was taken on an Article submitted 
by the Town Accountant and a similar Article for the same amount has 
been submitted for insertion in the Warrant for a 1954 ‘Town Meeting. 


During the past I] years a total of 842 thousand dollars has been 
appropriated from Free Cash which, over this period, has averaged 76 
thousand annually and has represented an average saving in the Tax 
Rate of more than two dollars. Therefore, the availability and the use 
of Free Cash has become an important factor in financing capital outlays 
and in the determination of the ‘Tax Rate. 


Free Cash is determined by subtracting from the credit balance of 
the Surplus Revenue Account (E & D) the total of the uncollected Poll, 
Personal and Real Estate ‘Taxes as of December 3lst. ‘Three major con- 
tributing factors toward the creation of Free Cash are: The return of 
unexpended revenue appropriation balances at the end of the year; 
Excess collections in the items of Estimated Receipts used by the Assessors 
in determining the ‘Tax Rate; a continued high percentage of tax col- 
lection within the current tax year. Free Cash is not always available 
and during the 13 years from 1930 thru 1942 there was none available 
for ‘Town Meeting use. 


Tax Levy and Tax Collection: 

The 1953 Tax Levy for Real Estate and Personal Property ‘Taxes 
was $1,832,479.74 which was an increase of 199 thousand dollars above 
the levy of 1952. Only 2.1 percent of the 1953 ‘Tax Levy remains out- 
standing on December 31, 1953. The total of all uncollected Poll, Per- 
sonal Property and Real Estate ‘Taxes for all years amounts to only 
$42,957.74 at the end of 1953 and is slightly less than last year even 
though the 1953 Levy was nearly 200 thousand dollars higher than 
in 1952. 


Surplus, Reserve, Revolving and Available Funds: 

‘The Sewer Surplus Revenue on hand at the end of 1953 is $17,623.12 
which not only represents an increase of 13 thousand above last year but 
is the largest surplus at the end of the year since 1947. 
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The Water Surplus Revenue on hand at the end of this year is 
$161,206.68 which is an increase of 56 thousand above last year and is 
the largest surplus on hand for at least thirty years. 


The Parking Meter Fees Reserve as of December 31, 1953 amounts 
to $10,986.34 which is about 12 thousand less than a year ago. However, 
during the year 1953, a total of more than 22 thousand dollars was 
appropriated from this reserve for the following purposes, other than for 
the maintenance of the parking meters: $3470 for traffic lights and tower 
at Walcott Square; $9001 for acquiring land for an off-street parking lot; 
$9754 toward the cost of constructing the off-street parking lot. 


The Parking Meter Fees Reserve plus the anticipated collections of 
January and February will amply provide for the annual parking meter 
maintenance during 1954, provide funds sufhcient for the maintenance 
of the newly constructed off-street parking lot, and provide funds for the 
payment of $2750 Parking Lot Land Debt maturing in 1954. 


The Road Machinery Fund Reserve on hand December 31, 1953 
is $15,618.37 and is about 10 thousand less than a year ago. This de- 
crease is due to having no large Chapter 90 Road Construction Project 
in 1953 and the appropriation of more than 21 thousand dollars from 
this fund in 1953 for the purchase of highway equipment. 


The total Federal Grants (Disability Aid, Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren, and Old Age Assistance) forwarded to 1954 is 78 thousand dollars 
and is nearly 10 thousand greater than a year ago. ‘The total balance of 
the School Athletics and School Lunch Revolving Funds forwarded to 
1954 is 3 thousand dollars higher than a year ago. 


Loan Premium balances amounting to $7,759.75 are forwarded to 
1954 and will be available toward paying the first year maturing debt 
on the loans on which these premiums were received. This sum is about 
$4000 higher than that of last year. 


Included in the total of Unexpended Appropriation Balances 
brought forward to 1954 approximately 54 thousand dollars are avail- 
able for reappropriation at the 1954 ‘Town Meetings. During the year 
1953 the amount of the balances reappropriated was $32,867. 


Auditing of Funds: 
All ‘Trust Funds and Petty Cash Advances have during the year been 
examined and found to be correct. 


Unpaid Bills: 
No Unpaid Bills for the year 1953 were reported to this office as 
of the date of this report. 
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In accordance with the provisions of Section 58, Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws, I am listing the following bills reported to me as unpaid 
for?theryearel 952:

Change in Office Location: 

Effective June first the Accounting Department moved from its 
shared space in the Selectmen’s room to the two rooms formerly occu- 
pied by the Board of Health and the Registrars of Voters. At the same 
time the Clerk to the Natick Contributory Retirement System, which is 
under the supervision of the Town Accountant, moved from the Treas- 
urer’s office to the Accounting office. “These moves were authorized by 
the vote passed under Article 8 of the Warrant for the Annual ‘Town 
Meeting of 1953. ‘The new quarters together with the new equipment 
purchased became necessary in order to keep pace with the rapid growth 
of the Town and the expansion of the various ‘Town services. For the 
convenience of the various ‘fTown departments the Accounting office is 
open Monday evenings from 7:30 P.M. to 9 P.M. 


Group Life Insurance: 

By vote of the ‘Town under Article 46 of the Warrant for the Spe- 
cial ‘Town Meeting held on April 14, 1953 the sum of $2000 was appro- 
priated to pay one half the cost of the premiums for Group Life Insur- | 
ance for its permanent employees. As of December 31, 1953 a total of 
324 employees have 642 thousand dollars of this insurance in force. ‘The 
premium rate is 96 cents per one thousand dollars per month with the 
monthly premium amounting to $616.32 of which the ‘Town pays $308.16 
and the same amount is deducted from the employees’ salaries. ‘This 
insurance commenced on September 15, 1953. The estimate for the 
‘Town’s appropriation for this purpose in 1954 is $4000. 


Recommendations: 
1. ‘That serious thought be given to our increasing debt obligations. 
9 


2. ‘That careful study be given to all capital outlays particularly as 
to their effect on the future operating costs. 

3. ‘That all Departments continue to submit bills promptly to the 
Town Accountant in order that no discounts may be lost. 

4. ‘That steps be taken at once to make sure that all Pe ty is 

assessed and equitably so. 
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5. ‘That a study be made to determine what services we actually 
need and can aftord and then expand these services on a planned 
program basis. 


6. That the Various Town Offcers continue their regular monthly 
checking with the accounting office in order that there may be 
no unpaid biils or overdrafts. 


7. That all trills be temporarily eliminated until such time as our 
assessed valuation and revenues so warrant within a tax rate 
that can reasonably be absorbed by the property owners. 

8. ‘That Free Cash and other available funds be used wisely.

‘To see if the Town will vote to raise, borrow or transfer and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of erecting a fire station on the land now owned 
by the Town of Natick, located in that section of town known as Felchville, or other- 
wise act thereon. 
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Article 28. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate for the pay- 
ment of expenses of its local organization for civil defense, and raise the same from 
current tax levy, by transfer from available funds, or by borrowing, or otherwise act 
relative thereto. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to widen Pond Street, from South Main 
Street, up Pond Street, and appropriate money for same. 


Article 30. To hear and act upon the report of the Committee appointed under 
Article 4 of the Special Town Meeting held on December 9, 1952, relative to town 
planning, and to appropriate a sum of money for the continuance of the work of 
said Committee. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of section 6A of 
Chapter 40 of the General Laws; and appropriate a sum of money to advertise its 
resources, advantages and attractions, provided that an equal sum is contributed 
therefor to the Town, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote a sum of money to purchase a parcel of 
land lying near the southerly side of Pond Street in Natick from Franklin P. Harris 
et ux, said land being lot #2 shown on “Plan of Land in Natick, Massachusetts” by 
MacCarthy Engineering Service, Inc., dated December 15, 1952, and being bounded 
and described as follows: 


Beginning at a point on the southerly boundary of the land of Franklin P. 
Harris et ux forty-five (45) feet from the stone bound marking its south- 
easterly corner, thence N84° - 48’- 09” W seventy (70) feet; there turning and 
running N05° - 22’ - 42” E forty-six and 29/100 (46.29) feet; there turning and 
running S$51° -15’- 07” E eighty-three and 80/100 (83.80) feet to the point 
of beginning. 
and place the same under the jurisdiction of the School Committee, or otherwise act 
thereon.

square feet per family or housing unit; e.g. an eight family apartment or room- 
ing house or an eight unit tourist cabin shall require a minimum of 24,000 
square feeet; and, further, except that each two family house shall have at 
least a 12,000 square foot lot. 


No lot shall have a street frontage of less than 90 feet and in single 
family Residence S-A, S-B and S-C the main street frontage shall be 100 feet, 
140 feet and 120 feet respectively. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 17.1.3 of the Zoning 
By-Laws so as to redefine M. Manufacturing District, a district in which no building 
or structure may be erected or altered and no change made in the use of premises 
except for any of the following. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 17.1.3 of the Zoning 
By-Laws so as to redefine B Business District, a district in which no building or 
structure may be erected or altered and no change made in the use of premises except 
for one or more of the following specified purposes. 


Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to amend its zoning by-laws in section 
17.1.3 to provide a new class of zoning districts defined substantially, as follows:— 


M.R. Multiple Residence District. A residence district for any lawful type 
of residence building not specified for any other classified residential district 
by those by-laws, such as a garden type apartment house, an apartment house, 
a hotel or apartment hotel, a motel, or overnight cabins, or a building for 
occupancy by more than two families. 


Article 42. To see if the Town will vote to amend section 17.3.4 of the Building 
Code by adding a Business Distirct No. — to include land bounded and described 
as follows: 


Beginning at a point on the Southeasterly side of Worcester Street, Natick, 
at Churchill Road, thence turning and running Southwesterly on Churchill 
Road 500 feet to a point; thence turning and running Southeasterly 507 feet 
more or less to a point; thence turning and running Northeasterly 500 feet 
to a point at Worcester Street; thence turning and running Northwesterly on 
Worcester Street, 503 feet more or less to the point of beginning; 

or otherwise act thereon.

2. The lot occupied by a used car Ict shall be separated from the public 
way by a curb, or fence, except at two entrance driveways, each not over thirty 
feet wide. 


3. The land used by the used car lot in the normal course of such busi- 
ness shall be paved with hot-top, cement, or similar hard prepared surface. 


1, Advertising signs and sign-boards permitted on or pertaining to a used 
car lot shall not exceed thirty-two square feet in aggregate area, shall not 
extend outside the boundary of the lot, and shall only advertise the business 
there conducted.”

Voted, unanimously, to accept the land in Natick bounded and described 
in Article 59 and given by deed of George P. Sellew et al, and place the same 
under the jurisdiction of the Commissioners of Public Works. 


Article 60. Voted, unanimously, to authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell and 
convey the land adjacent to St. Patrick’s Cemetery, no longer needed for Town 
purposes, bounded and described and shown as Lot A on a plan entitled “Land 
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of Town of Natick adjacent to St. Patrick’s Cemetery, January 5, 1953, Survey 
by MacCarthy Engineering Service, Inc., Natick, Mass.”, for,a sum not less than 
(1) dollar to the Roman Catholic Archbishop of the Archdiocese of Boston. 


Article 61. The report of the Planning Board was read as follows: 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 17.2.1, after duly advertising 
in the Natick Bulletin and Natick Herald, the Planning Board held a Public 
Hearing on the subject matter of this Article on Thursday, March 19, 1953 at 
the American Legion Building on West Central Street.

The Town of Framing- 
ham which owns the greater portion of the area will require it for their Sewer 
beds at least until well into 1954. The Town of Natick even longer. In view of 
these facts, it would not seem dangerous for a reasonable delay to see if and 
how much of this area should be business and how much should be manufactur- 
ing. The Finance Committee will recommend favorable action on this Article 
and the Planning Board attributes this to its failure to sell its own case. We 
hold no serious difference with the recommendation of the Finance Committee 
but feel that we were not doing our job if we did not point out to the Town 
our feeling that this matter should be referred to us for additional study.

parking lot for off street parking the following first parcel of land and the 
following rights in a second parcel of land and place the same under the juris- 
diction of the Board of Selectmen, said parcels being bounded and described 
as follows. 


First parcel, in fee simple, shown on plan entitled “Subdivision Plan of 
Land in Natick, Mass., Scale 1 in.=20 ft., May 20, 1953, Robert S. Wharton, 
Civil Engineer, being a subdivision of land shown on plan 18,923A filed with 
cert. of title #54,114, So. Middlesex County Registry Dist.” bounded as follows: 
commencing at its ‘northwest corner, thence running N 72°28’10” E by land of 
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Town of Natick 75.16 feet to parcel 1-A; there turning and running S 15°06’ 50” 
E by parcel 1-A 20.02 feet; there turning and running S 72°28710” W by land 
now or formerly of Heirs of George C. Fairbanks 74.26 feet; there turning and 
running N17°41’26” W by a right of way 20.0 feet to the point of beginning. 


and for this purpose the sum of $1,000.00 be appropriated from parking meter fees 
reserve. 


Second parcel, the right to use in common with all others entitled thereto 
a right of way leading to Spring Street and Summer Street as set forth in a deed 
given by William F. Hanchett to Leonard Morse, dated April 8, 1884, duly 
recorded with Middlesex So. Dist. Deeds on Book 1862 at Page 268, and shown 
on said plan 18,923A. 


and for this purpose the sum of $1.00 be appropriated from parking meter fees 
reserve. 


Article 7. Voted, that the Moderator appoint a Committee of five to study the subject 
matter of this Article and report to the next Annual Town Meeting. 


Committee: Walter C. Ward, Temporary Chairman, Frederick L. Chamberlain, 
Norman W. Peoples, G. Milo Balcom and Arthur L. Eldridge. 


Article 8. Voted, unanimously, to authorize the Board of Public Works to extend 
the sewer main on Walkup Court from East Central Street southerly and that 
the sum of $3,865.00 be appropriated for this purpose; said sum to be taken 
from the unencumbered balance of the Hartford Street Chapter 90 Construction 
Appropriation established by the vote under Article 26 of the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1952; and that assessments be made upon abuttors 
as authorized by any general or special law. 


Article 9. Voted, that the subject matter of this Article be referred to a future Town 
Meeting. 


Article 10. Voted, that the Moderator appoint a Committee of five to study the sub- 
ject matter of this Article and report to a future Town meeting.

Article 11. The report of the Planning Board was read as follows: 
In accordance with Section 17.2.1 of the Natick Building and Zoning By- 
laws, the Planning Board, after duly advertising in the Natick papers, held a 
public hearing on July 7th on the subject matter of Article 11 at its office in 
the American Legion Building. 


At the annual ‘Town Meeting of 1953, the Planning Board recommended 
certain changes in the Zoning By-laws to restrict the use of manufacturing and 
business zones to non-residential purposes. At that time Section 1 of Permis- 
sible Uses under B— Business District — was removed. The Planning Board 
now recommends that in addition to Section 1 of Permissible Uses, Section 8 
also be deleted. This section provides for overnight camps and trailer camps 
as a permissible use in a business district. The modern overnight camps in the 
form of motels now would come under our Multiple Resident Usage and for 
the time being we would have no classification for trailer camps. 


A number of people appeared in favor of Article 11 and no one appeared 
in Opposition. 


The Planning Board recommends favorable action on Article 11.

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Article 12. The report of the Planning Board was read as follows: 


In accordance with Section 17.2.1 of the Natick Building and Zoning By- 
laws, the Planning Board, after duly advertising in the Natick papers, held a 
public meeting on July 7th on the subject matter of Article 12 at its office in 
the American Legion Building. 


At the annual Town Meeting of this year, the Town Meeting voted to re- 
zone a piece of property owned by the Wyman Nurseries to a business classifica- 
tion. The article called for only the property owned by the Wyman interest 
and, as a result, that that boundary was an irregular jagged line. 


Town Meeting will recall that the Planning Board in its report objected 
to this but rather than defer the entire article accepted it as described. The 
Planning Board stated at some later meeting it would bring the matter before 
the Town Meeting to correct the irregular boundary so that it would conform 
with the existing business depth on the south side of the turnpike. 


This article corrects the irregular southern boundary of the Wyman busi- 
ness zone so as to conform to a 600 ft. depth from the turnpike. 


A number of people appeared in favor of Article 12 and no one appeared 
in Opposition. 


The Planning Board recommends favorable action on Article 12.
